ompany, that he could not fulfil his Engagement for the Depoſit, and had with 
Difficulty paid his Subſidy of Four Lacks ; +44 that he had great Satisfaction in knowing 
that the Company were clear Gainers of Two Lacks annually in Time of Peace, as the 
whole Expences of the Troops ſtationed for the Defence of his Country, amounted only to 
Two Lacks ; — that he would however exert himſelf to procure Grain for the Preſidency, 
and had taken off all Duties on Exportation, as the Preſidency had informed him they 
had done on Importation, for the Encouragement of the Country, People ti carry down 
their Grain to the Veſſels, which he delired might be ſent for it.

We arrived at Eleven at Night, at a 
River, within a Mile and a Half of Chingleput, ſo deep, that the Rear of our Army did 
not paſs it till Nine o'Clock next Morning. 1 5 e ara 


Sept. 12th. I was much diſappointed on being informed, by Lieutenant Mackay, 
who commands at Chingleput, that I could not get any Proviſions for the Troops, and 
that the Nabob's Hamildars had all run away trom the Country, After every, En- 
deavour, we could only get Paddy ſufficient for One Day's Rice, and ſome Sheep for 
the Europeans. Colonel Coſby joined us here, wick his Detachment from the South. 
ward, conſiſting of Ten Companies of Sepoy Grenadiers, Three Battalion Companies of 
Sepoys, Two Regiments of his Highneſs the Nabob's Cavalry, with Six of his Light In- 
fantry Companies, and Two Three-Pounders. Had we had Proviſions, I could have 
remained at Chinglepur with this Reinforcement, till I had heard from Madras; but Ne-

His Situation favoured the Attempt, being encamped in a Wood, which would have 
given our Infantry. the,” Advantage over his numerous 'Cavalry ;/ I ſhould alſo have had 
Proviſions ſufficient to have ſerved the Army to Arcot, here we expected an ample 
Supply; but the Neceſſity I was under of remaining at Conjeveram, deprived me of 
theſe Advantages. © The Quantity of Paddy I had collected in the Paguda was our only 
Support, and had I quitted Conjeveram, the Enemy would immediately have occupied 
it, and we muſt have ſtarved.

To theſe Reſolutions the Governor General and Council added another, which they 
came to on the roth October, of ſuſpending Mr. Whitehill from his Office of Preſident 
and Governor. of Fort St. George, for ſeveral Cauſes aſſigned in their Secret Conſulta- 
trons of that Date.— They tranſmitted Accounts of all theſe Proceedings to the Court of 
Directors, in Letters of the 13th and 17th October; in the latter of which they refer to a 
Letter they wrote to Fort St. George on the 2oth of January 1778, reſpecting the Diſ- 
poſition 'of the 9e that Eſtabliſnment; and declare it to be their Opinion, that, 
had that Diſpoſition been attended to, or the Advice contained in that Letter followed, 
the Calamity which their Forces lately ſuffered, and which was owing to a Diviſion of 


the Troops at a Moment of Emergency, would not have happened. 


It appears to Your Committee, That Sir Eyre Coote arrived at Madras on the 
gth: November, and that he took his Seat as Second in Council on the th; when the 
General Letter from the Bengal Preſidency, containing their Order and Reaſons for the 
Suſpenſion of Mr. Whitehill, was read; and alſo a Minute of Mr. WhitehilPs, in which 
he diſclaims and proteſts againſt the Authority of the Supreme Council to deprive him 
of his Office of Preſident and Governor of Fort St. George, and holds every Member 
of 'Adminiſtration who ſhould ſubmit to it on the preſent Occaſion, to be anſwerable to 
the Eaſt India Company for the Subverſion of the Government, and to him, for any 
Loſs he may ſuſtain in his Perſon or Liberty: 


2 And it appears in the Conſultations of the 8th November, that Mr. Whitehill was 
held to be ſuſpended by a Majority of the Council; and that Mr. Smith, as next to the 
Chair, ſucceeded to the Government. 2 


And Four Committee find, That the Preſident and Select Cotimittee, informed the 
Court, of Directors, by Letter dated agth November, of the Aſſiſtance which Sir Eyre 
Cote had brought to their Preſidency in Money and Troops, and that a large Re- 
inforcement of Sepoys was expected to march from Bengal to join their Troops, as 
ſoon as the Weather would permit; but its Arrival at Madras could not be looked for 
earlier than March; even on a Suppoſition that the Detachment ſhould not be oppoſed 
on its march, either by the Troops of Moodajee Booſla, the Raja of Berar, or by thoſe 
of the Nyſam, which it was impoſſible to ſay it might not, although neither of thoſe 
Powers had yet broke with the Company. | 


It appears to Your Committee alſo by this Diſpatch, That the Pettah of Arcot, having 
been carried by Aſſault on the 3 iſt October, after a Siege of 6 Weeks, the Fort ſur- 
rendered to Hyder Ally, by Capitulation, on the 3d of November; and that this Loſs 
was conſidered to be of great Importance, as there were lodged in it a very large Quan- 
tity of Stores of all Kinds, and as it was extenſive enough to afford Protection and 
Accommodation for the whole Army of the Enemy. 


It appears alſo, That Hyder's Cavalry having over-run and laid Waſte the whole 
Country, the chief Supply of Proviſions, and Draught and Carriage Bullocks, for the 
Britiſh Army, was thus cut off. No Money could be obtained from the Nabob, or from 
the Raja of Tanjore. The Revenues of the Nabob, indeed, had ſuffered much from the 
Incurſion of the Enemy, and the Deſolation of his Territories; but the Raja of Tanjore 
had not yet had a Grain of his Country touched. And, “ thus,” ſay they, from 
our paſt Diſappointments and preſent Proſpects, we can place but little Dependance 
„ on any other Reſource than that of Bengal for carrying on the War; and as to the 


* Expences of the Civil Department, we have very ſlender Hope of procuring ſufficient 
* to anſwer them from any Quarter.” | 


And Your Committee find, That Sir Eyre Coate, in Letters to the Court of Directors, 
to One of His Majeſty's Principal Secretaries of State, and to the Secretary at War, ex- 
hibits a very ſtriking and melancholy Picture of the Situation of Affairs on his Arrival 
at Madras; where he found their preſent State to be indeed more diſtreſſed and ſunk 
than he even could have had any Idea of, and the Proſpett of Alteration appeared 
hardly leſs diſcouraging. He profeſſes to avoid a minute Diſquiſition of the Perſons or 
Cauſes to which theſe Misfortunes might be attributed; but he ſhould hope that both 
would be brought forward to public View; and that the Nation might thereby have 
an Opportunity of redreſſing itſelf of thoſe who had wantonly injured its Honour and 
4 Jatereſts,” He obſerves,” that, regardleſs of the Jealouſy which muſt have been ex- 
pected in every Native Power, from our having driven out our only European Compe- 


titor from that Quarter of the World, the Government of Madras had contrived, by 
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an inexcuſable Effort of bad Policy, to ſtimulate that Jealouſy into avowed Reſentment— 


that this was ſtrongly inſtanced by their Conduct in regard to Hyder, who, incenſed at 
their Refuſal to aſſiſt him againſt the Marattas, as by Treaty they were virtually bound to 
do, had ſince received other Provocations from them to ruſh into open Hoſtillity ; and 
though well-informed and aware of higdIntentions againſt the Carnatic, they had choſen 
not only themſelves, to diſcredit them, but to diſſuade the Belief of others; they had 
made no Oppoſition to his Entry into the Province, nor taken the ſmalleſt Precautions 
tor their own Security—that _ moreover, this Inactivity had ſtill continued; and what 
ought to have been their firſt Care, lay as much neglected as if no Enemy had been 
near. That the Troops were diſpirited, the Sepoys deſerting, the Country deſolated, 
the Inhabitants treacherous, -all Communications were cut off, their Proviſtons were con- 
ſamed, and their Reſources exhauſted, The Nabob, ſo far from being able to give Aſ- 
ſiſtance in this Exigency, had neither Men, Money, or Influence, and looked up to the 
Company for the Support of his Intereſts and Credit that Arcot had fallen into Hyder's 
Hands; an Event which, whilſt it gave him almoſt every. Thing he would wiſh, pro- 
duced Effects the moſt embarraſſing to the Company's Affairs, and to the Conduct of 
the War on their Part; that other Forts and Garriſons had ſurrendered without Re- 
ſiſtance, and their Commanders were thereby to be ſuſpected of Treachery; but that ſo 
ſhameful had been the Neglect of every Neceſſary for their Defence, that they were 
furniſhed with an Excuſe for fo readily giving them up even the neceſſary Arrange- 
ments for the Security of Fort St. George, the very Foundation of our Exiſtence on that 
Coaſt, had not been made; no Pains had been taken to repair the ſhattered Condition of 
the very ſmall Army that remained for their Defence; the Field Artillery requiſite for a 
Campaign, was ſo far from being in Readineſs, that the Carriages were then g 
up; that it was true, how ſurpriſing ſoe ver, that Pondicherry was, when evacuated, left 


not only not in a Condition uſeleſs to the French, in caſe of their landing on that Coaſt, 


but open and convenient for their Reception nothing but the Fortifications deſtroyed, 
the French Inhabitants left in ample Poſſeſſion of their Houſes; and in conſequence 
they had riſen in Arms, robbed the Reſident, and raiſed Two or Three Battalions of 
Sepoys, which they called Hyder's, but which were evidently French. Large Quan- 
tities of Proviſions were laying up at Carongolly, in the Neighbourhood of Pondi- 
cherry, which being on the Sea-Coaſt, could be intended only 157 the French on their 
Arrival. To ſuch Diſadvantages, ariſing from theſe Misfortunes, and this Miſconduct 
on their Part, was to be added, the Increaſe of Superiority to the Enemy, by his good 
Policy, as well as the Strength and Succeſs of his Arms; for, that Hyder had taken 
every Meaſure which could occur to the moſt experienced General to diſtreſs us, and to 
render himfelf formidable; and . that his Conduct in his civil Capacity had been ſup- 
* ported by a Degree of political Addrefs, unequalled by any Power that had yet ap- 
* peared in Hindoſtan.” | 

That the Smallneſs of the Britiſh Force, and of their Refources, compared to thoſe of 
Hyder, augmented the Difficulties of future Conteſt with him That his Army, on the 
moſt moderate Computation, ©* amounted to not leſs than 70, ooo Infantry (common 


Report makes them 100,000) of which there are 20,000 in regular Battalions, 400 
Europeans under the Command of a Mr. Lally, 100 Pieces of Cannon of different 


6 Calibres, which are worked by Europeans, in Number 30o, and Black Artillery diſci- 
« plined by us, and formerly in the Service of the Nabob Mahomed Ally, and at the 
* Siege of Arcot were ſo well ſerved, as repeatedly to have diſmounted our Guns upon 
<« the Batteries; his Approaches, on that „ were as well carried on as if con- 
« ducted by the molt ſkilful Engineers. He has got 30, ooo Cavalry, of which 2000 
« are Abiſſynean Horſe, which conſtantly attend his Perſon; 10,000 Carnatic Horſe, 
«« well trained, Half of which, we are well informed, are compoſed of thoſe Regiments 
« which were diſbanded from and deſerted the Service of the Nabob within theſe laſt 
« Four Years, and which were all diſciplined by Engliſh Officers; the reſt of his Ca- 
e valry are the common Horſe of the Country, under different Chiefs.“ That to ſecure 
a Supply of Proviſions for ſo numerous an Army, he had, beſides other Reſources, 
30,000 Bullocks, which were conſtantly employed in that Service. 


Sir Eyre Coote then ſtates the Force under his own immediate Command; which, not 
exceeding 7,000 Men in all, of whom only 1,700 were Europeans, was totally unequal to 
the Undertaking of an Attack upon Hyder, in his ſtrong Poſts; but that he was taking 
every Step, and making every , neceſſary Arrangement, as well for encouraging the Se- 
poys, repairing the ſhattered Condition of the Army, and for the Security of our remain- 
ing Poſſeſſions, as for facilitating his Operations againſt the Enemy; and had written to 
the Preſidency of Bombay, to Sir Edward Hughes, and to General Goddard, to unite in 
diſtreſſing Hyder's Poſſeflions on the Malabar Coaſt, and to be particularly aſſiduous in 
promoting Peace with the Marattas. „ VEE:

And Your Committee having found it ſuggeſted in ſeveral of the late Diſpatches, 
wherein any Remarks on the Cauſes of the preſent Invaſion are made, that he had con- 
Rantly manifeſted a Spirit of Reſentment againſt the Engliſh, ſince the Time when the 
Preſidency of Fort St. George refuſed to ſend Aſſiſtance of Troops to co-operate with 


him againſt the Marattas, which he' demanded in virtue of the Treaty concluded 3d 


April 1769, between the Preſidency and him: 


Tour Committee were led to examine that Treaty; a Copy of which, with the Obſer- 
vations annexed, will be found in the Appendix, N' 19; and they deſire to direct the 
Attention of the Houſe to the Second Article of it, wherein it is ſtipulated, © That in 
««-caſe either of the contracting Parties ſhall be attacked, they ſhall, from their reſpec- 
« tive Countries, mutually affiſt each other to drive the Enemy out.“ 


Tour Committee will not here make any political Remarks upon this, or any other 
Article of the Treaty in queſtion; as ſuch will be more properly introduced in a future 
Part of thele Reports; they mean at preſent to confine themſelves to the Fact of Hyder's 
demanding Afſtance of the Preſidency of Fort St. George, and of any Tokens of Diſ- 
pleaſure or Reſentment, in conſequence of their Delay, or Refuſal, to gratify him, 


And it appears to Your Committee, That on the /2gth of May following the Conclu- 


fion of this Treaty, Hyder wrote to the Govetnot of Madras, and after propoſing to 


unite Jenagee Bonaſila with them in anew Treaty, which ſhould be made for that Pur- 
Poſe, he ſignified his Deſign of recovering ſome Places which had been for Two Years 
in the Hands of Maudhoroow, and defired, ** that (conſiſtent with the Friendſhip and 
« Regard ſubſiſting between them, and the good Appearance thereof in the Eyes of the 


« World) he would fend to his Aſſiſtance, for Form Sake, an Officer with a Battalion 
of Sepoys.” on 


And Your Committee find, That the Governor, in his Anſwet dated 16th June, ex- 
cuſed himſelf from ſending the Troops for the Purpoſe required, as ſuch a Step would 
amount to a Declaration of War againſt the Marratas, for which the Company had no 
juſt Ground; and he therefore hoped, that Hyder would decline aſking of it. —He at 


the ſame Time repreſented to him, that it would be improper for him to conclude any 
Treaty, without conſulting the other Preſidencies.

And Your Committee find, That on 22d April 1779, an Application was made by 
Bazaler Jung, for the ſtipulated Support of Troops on Account of a threatened Invaſion 
of his Country by Hyder Ally z and that there was a Detachment ſent accordingly to 
Moatapillee from Madras, under the Command of Colonel Harper, who was inſtructed, 
that it was to be employed in the Defence and Protection of Bazalet's Jung's Territories, 
and for the Support of his Government; and that he was to march by the ſhorteſt and 
moſt expeditious Route to Adone or Rachour, as Bazalet might appoint. 


And Your Committee find, by ſeveral Letters from Colonel Harper, That he marched 
from Mootapillee to Innacorda ; and that intending to purſue his Route towards Adone, 


through the Cuddepah Country, which had been lately conquered by Hyder Ally, he 
gave Notice to Hyder's Zemindars on entering it; but that he found the Paſſes defended 


y a Barrier, and a large Body of Men belonging to Hyder, who oppoſed his March, and 
obliged him to fall back to Innaconda on the 14th Auguſt 1779. 


And Your Committee find, That a Letter was thereupon written, 26th Auguſt 1779. 
to Hyder, by the Governor of Madras; in which he complained of the Oppoſition made 
to the Paſſage of the Troops through a Part of the Diſtrict of the Cuddepah Country; 
and obſerved, that it was the invariable Practice of all Powers, who lived in a State of 
Friendſhip and Peace, to let their Troops paſs and repaſs through their Territories; and

About the latter End of the Year 1774, the Governor General and Council of Ben- 
"gal deficed. the Preſidents and Councils of the other Settlements, to tranſmit to 
them the beſt Information they were, able to procure of the ſeveral Princes in their 
Neighbourhood. —ln / anſwer to this Requiſition, the Preſident and Council of Ma- 
dras, in a Letter dated the , gth of December 1774, write as follows: „ Hyder Ally 
« Cawn poſlcfſes a valuable, extenſive,” and well-regulated Gavernment—They cannot 
« give an accurate Computation of his Revenue or Forces, but all Accounts agree, 
that be can bring into the Field a very numerous and well-diſciplined Army; that 
« he is no leſs exact in the Payment of his Forces, than attentive to their Diſcipline; 
& and chat bis Revenues. are ſaid to amount to Three Crores of Rupces—that he has 
« taken the Opportunity, white the Attention of the Marattas has been engaged by 
« their Diſtractions at Home, to recover the whole of the Countries which they had, 
« within theſe few Years, wreſted from him—that as they cannot ſpeak with Certainty 
« of the Reports which prevail of his Connection with the French, it is almoſt im- 
« proper for them to touch upon them; but thus much is evident, that, by their Means 


« he is plentifully ſupplied with military Stores; and that Adventurers of their Nation 
« are allowed, it not encouraged, to enter into his Service,” 


In Anſwer to a ſimilar Requiſition, made by the Governor General and Council of 
Bengal, in the latter End of the Year 1777, the Preſident and Council of Madras, in a 
Letter dated the 16th of January 1778, informed them, „that Hyder Ally had at that 
Time in the Field, a Force, conſiſting, as they were informed, of about 30,000 Sepoys 
« with ſmall Arms, 50,000 Matchlock Men, 28,000 Horſe, and 3) Guns ;” and they af- 
terwards add, that the Revenues ariſing from his different Poſſeſſions are immenſe, 
« amounting, as they believe, to Three Crores of Rupees, that his whole Attention ſeemed 
« to be engaged by the Marattas, and his Views confined to the Preſervation of his own 
« Dominions ; that he had a Vakeel ar Pondicherry with Monſieur Bellecombe, from whom 
« he received every Aſſiſtance the French could then afford him; that Monſieur Belle- 
* combe kept up a conſtant Correſpondence with him, and endeavoured all in his Power, 
« to engage him in the Intereſt of the French.” And ſpeaking of the great and danger- 
ous Power of the Marattas, they further add, „We think Hyder might on ſuch an 
„Emergency (a Maratta War) be made an uſeful Ally, as his Troops are more war- 
« like, better diſciplined, and better appointed than thoſe of any other Power: But we 
« are afraid the Nabob could never be brought to act cordially in ſuch an Alliance, as he 
« has Jong entertained a rooted Enmity towards Hyder, and hath on ſeveral Occaſions 
« manifeſted it, in Oppoſition to his own Intereſt, As to the Soubah, little could be 
gained by a cloſer Union with him; and our Opinion, both in reſpect to him and the 
« Marattas, is, that we ſhould endeavour, in caſe of a War, to prevent their takin 


« Part againſt us; but that we ſhould prefer Hyder as an Ally, whoſe Aſſiſtance might 
te be the moſt ſerviceable.” 


And Colonel Stuart, in his Memorial of the gth of December 1776, which was pre. 
ſented to the Preſident and Council of Madras, and which they highly commend, ſpeaks 
of Hyder Ally as follows: “ This Man ſeems to be in the Mouths of almoſt every 
ce Body, as a Bugbear to frighten and alarm; in England it is the ſame, and even the 
« Stock Jobbers play him off in Change Alley. I have, with the moſt minute Attention, 
collected from the Company's Records in England and elſewhere, informed myſelf of 
every material Circumſtance, that led to, or occurred in, what is called the Balla Gaut 
« War, and our Differences with Hyder. I know alſo how that Buſineſs concluded. 
* have in my Poſſeſſion a Copy of General Smith's Commentary upon that War, and 
% have particularly noticed Hyder's Letters, Meſſages, and Converſations in ſeveral 
« Periods of the War; from all which it appears to me, that on Hyder's Part, it was a 
« War of Selt-defence ; and, becauſeI believe Hyder to be a ſenſible Man, and to know 
his true Intereſt, I conclude he was ſincere, when he explicitly declared upon all Oc- 
e calions, and particularly to Mr. Hornby their Chief at Tellicherry, and by his Meſſage 
« by Mr. Stracey, whom he ſent for that Purpoſe to Madras, that nothing was further 
“ from his Wiſhes, than a War with the Company, becauſe he knew they would in 
* the End roin him, but that in ruining him, he could ſo protract the Time, and 
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« increaſe their Expence, as even to diſtreſs the Company by their Conqueſt; and what 
is very remarkable, be warns Mr, Hornby of What he next Tear performed, that he

And eit appears to Your Committee, by the Return dated the zoth November 1780, 
That the whole Force belonging to the Preſidency of Madras, which was then ſerving on 
the Malabar Coaſt, conſiſted of Two Companies of Artillery, Nine Companies of.

It is proper, however, that Your Committee ſhould here obſerve, That the Preſident 
and Council of Madras appear to have been always averſe to making any Detachment 
to the Malabar Coaſt, for the Purpoſe of carrying on the War againſt the Maratrtas 
and when the Preſidency of Bombay firſt applied to them for Aſſiſtance, in the Begin- 
ning of the Year 1778, they abſolutely refuſed to grant it; and in a Letter to the Court 
of Directors, dated the 5th February 1778, which will be found in the Appendix, 


they ſtate their Objections to this Meaſure, declaring, that they ſhould be unjuſtifiable 


if they were to detach any Part of their Troops upon ſo diſtant a Service, from whence 
it would be impoſſible to recall them, however preſſing the Occaſion, in leſs Time than 
Five or Six Months; and they add, that as far as they can judge from the preſent Si- 
tuation of Affairs, it would not be prudent in them to detach any Part of their Force 
on this Service, though it ſhould meet with the Sanction and Approbation of the Su- 
preme Council of Bengal: And when they were afterwards informed by a Letter from 
the ſaid Supreme Council, that they had reſolved to ſupport the Views of the Gentle- 
men at Bombay, under certain Limitations, and deſiring them, in caſe they ſhould renew 
their Application for Troops, to comply with it; the Preſidency of Madras (till con- 
tinued of the Opinion before expreſſed ; nevertheleſs, they thought it proper, in conſe- 
quence of the Letcer received from Bengal, to deſire General Munro to inform them how 
the Detachment required for Bombay might be moſt conveniently formed, that no Time 
might be loſt, ſhould it be hereafter determined to ſend it. 


And Your Committee find, That when on the goth Auguſt 1779, they received a 
Letter from the Governor General and Council, dated the 2d of that. Month, requeſt- 
ing, that One Bartalion of Europeans, Three Battalions of Sepoys, and Fifty Artillery 
Men, together with the Detachment ſerving at Mahé, might be ſent to join General 
Goddard, they delayed taking this Buſineſs under Conſideration till the 18th October, 
and then ordered only the Detachment at Mahe to join General Goddard (which was 
detained at Tellicherry in Manner before ſtated ; and when they afterwards fent to Surat 
a further Reinforcement to join General Goddard, as is already mentioned, they made it 
leſs, by Two Battalions of Sepoys, than that which the Governor General and Council 
had required of them; and they complain in ſtrong Terms (as will be ſeen in their Let- 


ter of zd April 1780, which will be found in the Appendix) that the true Object of 


this Reinforcement was concealed from them by the Governor and Supreme Council. 


It is proper that Your Committee ſhould further obſerve, That the Governor General 
and Council of Bengal, in requeſting that theſe Detachments ſhould be ſent from the 
Madras Preſidency to join General Goddard, acted upon the Advice of the Commander 
in Chief, Sir Eyre Coote, who gave it as his Opinion, that from the laſt Returns the 
Requeſt might with Propriety be complied with; and in the Letter written by the Go- 
vernor General and Council of Bengal to the Preſidency of Madras, on this Occaſion, it

It is proper that Your Committee ſhould alſo obſerve, That as the Pay of the Com- 
pany's Troops on the Coaſt of Coromandel, depends in Part on the Sum ſtipulated to be 
paid by the ſaid, Nabob and the Rajah of Tanjore; the Preſidency complain, that theſe 
Sums are often very much in Arrear, and that they had great Difficulty in obtaining 
Payment of them, ſo that they are frequently in great Diſtreſs on that Account; and as 
the Sums are calculated principally for the Pay of the Troops in Time of Peace, they 
are in great Want whenever Hoſtilities commence, fot Reſources to defray the Extraor- 
dinaries of War.

And Four Committee obſerving, Flat Sit Eyre Coote, in his ſeveral Letters to the 
Secretary at War and the Court of Directors, complains that Pondicherry, excepting the 
Fortifications which bad been deftroyed, is in every other reſpect open and convenient 
for the Reception of the French, in caſe of their landing in that Country; that when it 
was evacuated by our Troaps, on Hyder Ally's Invaſion of the Carnatic, all the French 
Inhabitants were left in undiſturbed and ample Poſſeſſion of their Houſes, with only a 
Reſident to tend over them; the Conſequence of which has been, that they have riſen 
in Arms, have robbed the Reſident, and with fixed Bayonets at his Breaſt, obliged him 
to ſign a Paper, the Contents of which he knew not, and have raiſed Two or Three 
Battalions of Sepoys, which they call Hyder's, and which he, no Doubt, pays for, but 
which bear evident Marks of the Choice of Men being French, as they are chiefly

Paper of News from Hyder Ally's Camp, dated i8th Rejitby or 21 F Ju 1780. 


This Day Hyder Ally Cawn arrived at Covinpatam, where his Son, with the Horſe undet his Com- 
mand, had come Yeſterday. While Hyder was on his March from Hurryduſg, the Intelligencies at 
Tungricotta complained to him of Tim Naig the Head Peon. Upon this Hyder went himſelf to 
Tungricotta, and enquired into the Complaint ; when it appeared, the Head Peon, Tim Naig, had 
ſent tome of his Family to a Marriage at Trichinopoly, and had ſince wrote to them to take Care of 
themſelves, and return ſoon, for that there would ſhortly be Troubles in that Country; The Peon 
was accordingly found guilty, and hanged on the Spot. 


The Troops from Huſſoor and Banaour have joined Hyder, whoſe whole Army ls now at Covere- 
patam. All the Artillery and Foot are put under the Command of Monſieur Lally. Hyder means 
co join him in the Attack againſt the Engliſh, and ſend his Son Tippoo, with a large Body of Horſe, to 
lay waſte the Country. He intended writing to the Governor, but Monſieur Lally has told him, that 
he will not have a proper Anſwer to his Letter; they are always conſulting together. Mr. Lally was 
ſent To-day with the Cannon and Artillery, to croſs the Paſs of Changaina. It appears that there 
are Letters from the Mauritius, which mention, that the French have had the Superiority over the 
Engliſh in Europe ; that 800 Europeans have been ſent from the Mauritius to join Hyder ; 'and that 
the French King has ſent him ſome Preſents. This Intelligence has given Hyder great Pleaſure.

Mr. Smith's Minute. The 29th July 1580; in the Evening. 
Before I ſign the Letter to Colonel Baillie; I think it incumbent on me to inform the Committee, 
that I underſtood the Cuddapa Country was ſituated on the other Side of the Paſſes, far diſtant 
from Innacunda. This being the Caſe, ſhould Colonel Baillie proceed thither with his Detachment, 
it will be no eaſy Matter to tecall him; ſhould his Services be required in the Carnatic: I therefore 
offer it as my Opinion, and propoſe, that counter Orders be ſent to Colonel Baillie, direRing him to 


move with his Detachment towards the Preſidency; with all poſſible Expedition. By the Junction of 
this Detachment we may be enabled to form an Army ſufficient, in all Probability, to drive Hyder

We deſire you, as ſoon after the Receipt of this Letter as poſſible, to direct the European Battalion, 
wich Two Field Pieces, to march from Vellour to Eyamcottam: It lies on the South Side of Paloor 
River, near Conjeveram, and is the Place on which General Smith encamped the Army in the laſt 
War with Hyder Ally: We have ſent that Part of the Army which is to go from hence, Poonamalee, 
and the Mount, to the ſame Place, where it will join the Battalion from Vellour.

Honourable Sir, and Sirs, 

The Conſideration of the Stores at this Garriſon having engaged our particular Attention, on the 
Occaſion of the Reports which have lately prevailed of approaching Troubles in the Country, we 
eſteem it our Duty to make an immediate Reference to your Honour, &c. in ſome few Points, 
which may, by an unexpected Turn in Affairs, require your deciſive and ſpeedy Orders. Our Garriſon 
Stores are exceedingly deficient, for we have only a ſmall Quantity of a very few Articles; the State 
of our Military Stores has lately been fully repreſented to your Honour, &c. the Monthly Returns 
will ſufficiently explain what Supplies of that Kind it may be expedient to forward to us: One Cir- 
cumſtance, however, relative to this Subject, we ſhould do wrong to omit upon ſuch an Occaſion as 


thisz we have ſcarcely an Artillery Man in the Fort, the Number at leaſt does not exceed Four or 
Five. We have ſubmitted theſe few Circumſtances to your Honour, &c. from an Opinion, it may be 
neceſſary that ſome Steps ſhould be taken therein, and that we ſhould have been highly culpable, 
were any Thing to have happened from the want of ſuch an Attention; we ſhall wait your Orders 
herein.

a Body of Troops from the Mauritius, I ſhall therefore proceed To-morrow with His Majeſty's Squa- 
dron under my Command, to a Windward Station off Negapatam, where I ſhall be in a Situation to

To the Honourable Jobn Whitebill, Eſquire, Governor and Preſident, &c. the Seleft Committee of Fort 
| Saint George. 
Gentlemen, | 


As you have done me the Honour to appoint me to the Command of the Army you propoſe to 
ſend into the Field, againſt the moſt formidable Enemy that ever invaded the Carnatic, I muſt now 
take the Freedom to expreſs to you my Sentiments on ſo important an Occaſion. I have never 
been preſent at any Deliberation you have had, nor has my Voice been called upon concerning your 
Plans of Operation, other viſe I would have communicated my Opinion to you in Perſon. Short- 
neſs of Time now only allows me this Mode of informing you of my Ideas on the Plan you direct me 
to carry into Execution. You propoſe that the 5d Regiment, joined by the Artillery from the 
Mount, a Company of European Grenadiers, and à Battalion of Sepoys from Madras, ſhall march 
to Eyamcottam, where they are to be joined by the European Battalion from Vellore, and afterwards 
by Three Battalions of Sepoys, and a Body of Europeans, under Colonel Braithwaite from Pondi- 
cherry, at Wandewaſh, I underſtand that Hyder Ally, the Enemy you have to cope with, has en- 
tered the Carnatic in great Force, and that large Detachments of his Cavalry have penetrated. as 
far as Conjeveram, which they have deſtroyed, and alſo Porto Novo on the Sea Coaſt, which they have 
plundered ; that is, they have had, and there is nothing to prevent their ſtill having, Poſſeſſion of that 
very Range of Country through which the Three Detachments are fingly to pals. I muſt take the 
Liberty to obſerve” to you, that the Meaſure of forming a Junction of your Troops from ſuch 
Diſtances, in the Face of ſo formidable an Enemy, neither whoſe entire Force nor whoſe Poſt you 
are thoroughly acquainted with, ſeems to me far too dangerous to be hazarded at this, Juncture.

Il deem the Corps aſſembled at Poonamalee as the Baſis of the Strength of the Carnatic, and 
the Protection of this Settlement.

I think with his Lordſhip, that inſtead of the Troops now aſſembled at Poonamalee marching to 
Eyamcottam, they ſhould take their Station at ſome convenient Spot not far diſtant from Madras, 
that they may be ſupported in caſe of Emergency, and from whence the General. might march as 
Occaſion ſhould require, to facilitate the Junction of Colonel Braichwaite's Detachment and that ex- 
pected from Vellore.

I diſapprove of the Inſtructions propoſed to be given to General Sir H. Munro. If I may judge 

of the premature Manner in which they were brought into Committee, they muſt have been pre- 

. viouſly agreed on between the Governor and General, on a Suppoſition that no Debate could ariſe 

on their Propriety: But I am. of. Opinion, that we ſhould not leave it in the General's Option to re- 

main with the Army, or to return to the Preſidency, as be may think proper. It is evident that 

: from Camp he can give us every neceſſary Information relative to the Diſpoſition of our Army and 

that of the Enemy, with more Preciſion; than if at the Preſidency. . 1 cannot foreſee any Caſe in 

which his Advice can be of greater Service at the Preſidency than at the Head of his Army: It is 

from our Camp we mult expect the moſt material Intelligence; and therefore the General's Reſidence 

there muſt be of the higheſt Importance.

The Preſident and General inſiſted that more Time would be loſt in embarking the Troops at 
Pondicherry o Board the Squadron, than by marching them over Land, and that the latter 
could be effected without endangering the Detachment. Had the Opinion given by Mr. Smith 
and myleit been followed at the Time it was offered, theſe Troops would probably ere this have 
been at the Preſidency, and every Apprehenſion of an Attack on them by the Enemy removed. 
The Preſident and General were firſt of Opinion, that Colonel Baillie's Detachment ſhould attack 
Cuddapah in the Enemy's Country, and far beyond the Paſſes; Mr. Smith and myſelf were for its 
being ordered directly to Madras; but Orders were given to Colonel Baillie, in conſequence of 
the Reſolution of his Majeſty. When the Preſident and General had made further Reflections on 
this Subject, they thought it might be better to order Colonel Baillie, that in cafe he judged it 
hazardous to attack Cuddapah, he ſhould proceed againſt ſome other Place. Mr. Smith and myſelf 
ſteadily adhered to our former Opinion. Another Letter was written to Colonel Baillie, in conſe- 
quence of this Determination; but after ſeveral Days were loſt, the Opinion of Mr. Smith and 
mylelf was ultimately adopted. A proper Situation for the Army at preſent, has been another 
Subject of Debate; and I am happy to find my Opinion on this Subject perfectly coincides with 
that of Lord Macleod, as recited in his Letter to the Committee of the 3ſt ultimo. 


The Reaſon aſſigned for the Army proceeding to Wandewaſh, is to form a Junction with Colonel 
Braithwaite's Derachment from Pondicherry. This, I apprehend, might be attended with the Riſk of an 
Attack on our Black Town, which the Weakneſs of our Garriſon, and the great Wealth of our 
Inhabitants, might naturally induce an enterprizing Enemy to attempt; but at any Rate, if they 
ſhould not ſucceed, they might at leaſt be able to cut off all Communication between this and our 
Army, or oblige them to retreat from any Objects they may at that Time be engaged in. Had 
Colonel Braithwaite's Detachment been brought here by the Squadron, both the Hazards I have 

inted out, would have been avoided ; Colonel Baillie might alſo have been much advanced on 

is Way thither ; and upon his joining our Army, would have, I ſhould hope, been able to force 
Hyder, beſides providing for the Defence of the Black Town. Diſperſed as the Troops are now, I 
ſhall cremble for the main Body, when they are at any Diſtance from Madras, until the Junction 
with Colonel Braithwaite, whoſe Detachment will certainly be in imminent Danger, ſhould Hyder 
be near him in Force at the Lime he begins his March from Pondicherry. I think the Nabob's 
Reaſons for wiſhing that our Army ſhould be encamped near Wandewaſh, are too obvious to need 
Recital. Ir is very natural for him to be alarmed at the Danger there is of loſing his favourite 
Capital, Arcot. He is deſirous of drawing the Army as near to it as poſſible, in Hopes that the 
Enemy will be thereby intimidated from attacking it ; but ſurely his Partiality for any particular 
Place ſhould not induce us to make any Diſpoſitions, which are not apparently calculated for our 
general Security. There are not above 300 European Infantry, and a few Cadets, at Vellore, 
with about 260 Seapoys ; theſe are in fact no more than neceſſary for the Defence of that Fort; 
but if it be hereafter found neceſſary to draft a Party, or the Whole of the Europeans, to 
e the Army, I ſhould imagine there ought to be a Battalion of Sepoys left in the 

orc, 


I hope I have proved, that the Preſident and General have thought proper. ultimately to 
adopt every material Opinion given by Mr, Smith and mylelf, relative to the Order requiſite for 
Colonel Baillie. Rather than give up another Point, they have been under the Neceſſity of order- 
ing a Company of Artillery, with Six Field Pieces, to join Colonel Braithwaite before he begins 
his March. Time will evince, whether they may not alſo find it neceſſary to carry into Execution 
all we have further recommended; but whatſoever may be the Event, I ſhall be happy if our 
future Deliberations can produce a Plan of Operations that may ſpeedily terminate a War, which 
I fear we cannot maintain but under manifeſt Diſadvantages.

Intelligence from Hyder Ally's Camp. 


This Night at Twelve o'Clock Hyder is at Singarpetta; he has ſent 20,0c0 Horſe with his Son 
Tippo, towards Vellore; they have no Baggage with them, and are arrived at Tripatore. Hyder 
has 6,000 Horſe, with Foot and Artillery, and Monſieur Lally. He intends marching by the Gaut 
of Changama, and after taking Trenamatic, purpoſes leaving his Baggage, Bazar, &c. at that Place, 
and to go againſt Arcot with his battering Guns and Horſe and Foot. His other Deſign, is to go 
firſt againſt Pondicherry, and after leaving a Garriſon there with Monſieur Lally, to ſend for Military 
Stores, Grain, &c. which he may want, from Coverealbunder by Sea, and to fortify and ſtrengthen 
Pondicherry ; afterwards he means to go to Madras, Monſicur Lally encourages Hyder, by telling 
him, that he has 800 Europeans with him, with which he will try his Skill againſt the Engliſh ; 
Hyder hopes in the mean Time to receive. freſh Troops from Mauritius, and is determined to ruin 
the Carnatic and chaſtize the Engliſh, He ſays, he has tried them already; that he knows them 
well, and that they have no Conduct; that even now, although he had aſſembled fo great a Force to 
enter into their Country, they had not manifeſted the leaſt Glimmering of Ability; and therefore 
now was the Time to go againſt them. He has ſhewn great Favour to Govendrow Birky, and given 
him the Command o* 4,000 Horſe, and he allo conſults with him. To-morrow Morning he leaves 
this, and marches to the Village Senelpally, at the Entrance of the Gaut; his Ordaance and Artillery 
go along with him: He ſent for Lookman Caun, Solomon Caun, and other Jemmautdars, who 
command Parties of Plunderers, and ordered them to march, and raiſe Troubles in the Trichinopolly 
Country, and then to remain at the Pettah of Aamzueg, but not to go into the Tanjore Country. 
Three thouſand Horſe are already in the Neighbourhood of Arcot and Madras. When they left this, 
he ordered them to halt at ſuch Places as were moſt plentiful and beſt, Hyder is well acquainted 
with the Situation of Madras, and intends to ſend a Force to ſurprize it, Great Care is neceflary ; 
there, is no Qccaſion to ſay more; may the Almighty prevent it! A Letter has been received from 
the Row Pundit Purdhaun, at Poonah, in which he tells Hyder, that his Forces are gone into Winter 
Quarters, but that the War:will go on after the Rains are over; but that ſince the rainy Seaſon was 
not commenced in the Carnatic, he deſires Hyder to attack the Englith there, Orders are gone to the 
Troops ſtationed at Otoor Anuntgurry, to go into the Country of Velcondah, and lay it walle.

Pleaſute. In the Firſt of theſe you tell me to pay to Mr. Baine, the Paymaſter, whatever Sums of 
oy * he may want for paying the Troops with me;“ and you defire me to remember, that 
only Ohe Lack of Pdgodas has been paid our of the Four I had agreed to give as a Depoſit, and 


that Three Lacks were ſtill due on that Account.“ 


Sir, the Affair of the Depoſit is freſh in my Memory, but it is not in my Power to pay the Money; 
it is even difficult for me to diſcharge what juſt Engagements I have made. You are well acquainted 
with theſe Circumſtances, which I have often repreſented to you. In my preſent Situation, how am 
to find Money to diſcharge this Depoſit Money? In the other Letter you ſay, © I may have heard 
that Hyder's Horſe have invaded the Carnatic, to which he has been inſtigated by the French; that 
it is therefore incumbent on the Friends and Allies of the Company to exert themſelves, in order 
to chaſtiſe Hyder; and as my Government depends upon the Company and the Nabob, you 
make no Doubt I will give every Aſſiſtance in my Power to the Company, in furniſhing Money, 
which will be much wanted for the Troops employed in the Field.” I am convinced of this: It 
is not neceſſary at this Time, to mention the good Treatment and Service the Nabob has done me 
ſuffice it to ſay, that I am indebted to the Company alone for what I have. Since Hyder has 
attacked the Company, he will inevitably meet with Ruin; after defeating the French, it will be no 


great Wonder if the Engliſh ſhould overcome him. Ir is incumbent in all the Friends and Allies of 


the Company, to aſſiſt thenr in Proportion to their Reſources; I on my Part ſhall not be wanting in 
any Thing which lays in my Power; I wiſh for nothing more: But I have no Money, and am without 
Rear, If I had Relources, there would be no Occaſion for your writing upon the Sybje& ; I would 
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mortgage or ſell my Jewels and. Effects if I had any, in order to furniſh Money to the Company. It 
is to the Nabob's Favour I am indebted for this Situation. I have nothing but Stone Fort, and the 
Produce of the Country left me. If I am told I may borrow Money from the Soucars, there are 
none who will lend me any; they all excuſe themſelves on account of the Troubles: This is not the 
Seaſon for collecting the Revenue; on the contrary, Money muſt be advanced to the Ryots, for the 
Purpoſe of Cultivation, The Cheapneſs of Grain has occaſioned a Fall of Revenue, out of which I 
am under Engagements to pay the Company Four Lacks annually as Sublidy Money; and this I 
have faithfully performed till this Time, though with great Difficulty: I have not yet repaid thoſe 
who lent me Money to enable me to pay the Company; there is nothing due from me at this Time; 
and if 1 remit any in Advance, the Company I am ſure will give me Credit in the Sublidy Account. 
I have with great Difficulty been able to raiſe Thirty thouſand Pagodas, which I have at Two Wit- 
terent Times paid to Mr. Baine, "the Paymaſter, for which I ſend you his Receipts. I have exerted 
my utmoſt Abilities to get this Money for the Troops here, but it is beyond my Power to furniſh any 
Money at Madras. Mr. Lewin, through Mr. Swartz, has delivered me a Meſſage from you, to which 
I have given an. Anſwer; Mr. Lewin has probably informed you of it: I told him that 1 had paid in 
Part of One Lack of Pagodas, Thirty thouſand to Mr. Baine the Paymaſtet ; and if you could ge 

any one to lend me Seventy thouſand, Pagodas, I was ready to give my Bond to any ſuch Perſon, 
payable at the Seaſon of collecting the Revenue: When this is paid to the Company, they will be 
pleaſed to credit me for the Amount, You ſay in your Letter, that the Nabob's Country has been 
revaged and laid waſte by the Enemy's Horſe, but that mine has not yet ſuffered by them. As the 


Rivers have riſen, it is not in the Power of any Horſe to come into my Country at this Seaſon, na 


more than in the Trichinopoly Country, which they haye not yet entered; but when they do, they 
certainly will come into my Country alſo. You will be pleaſed to take Meaſures to defend it againſt 
their Incurſions ; the Company's Enemies are mine, and I truſt you will not liſten to the malicious 
Inſinuations of thoſe who are intereſted againſt me. The Nabob has already plundered this Country 

of all its Riches, and left me without any Thing: Now that I bave only the bare. Produce of the 
Country, if the Fnemy were to commit any Depredations in it fox a ſingle Day, I ſhould be bereft 
of all Reſources whatever. You will therefore, I hope, take Meaſures for preventing any Incurſions 
of the Enemy. You acquaint me, that the Governor and Council have taken off the Duties upon 
Grain imported at Madras, and deſire I will give Orders to encourage the ſending of Grain from 
this Country to Madras. I have in purſuance of your Orders, ſent for the Merchants and People 
bere, and recommended to them to ſend Grain to Madras; I have alſo taken off all Duties upon Grain 
exported from hence. Laſt Year I mortgaged a great Quantity of Grain to Soucars, in order to pay 
Money to the Company; and this Grain I have delired to be now ſent to Madras, and I will pay 
them out of the Produce it will fetch, If you will be kind enough to ſpeak to the Merchants and 
trading People at Madras, to fend. for Grain from this Country, I will give Orders to all the Ryots 
and People throughout the Country to diſpoſe of what they have to them, The People here are not 
uſed to export Grain by Sea, and it will be much better done by Madras People; however, I ſhall not 
be wanting in my Endeavours to encourage it as much as poſſible, You may be aſſured, that I ſhall 
give every Aſſiſtance | can to the Company, whom I look upon as my Protectors. May the Almighty 
yer make them victorious and triumphant over their Enemies, and ſucceſsful in all their Under- 
takings ! |

MX Sadlier delivers in the following Minute, relative to the preſent State of Affairs. 


Our Affairs have long been approaching to that unhappy State at which they are now arrived. 
Private Miſmanagement, and not public Calamity, has brought us to the Brink of Deſtruction. We 
are now in Danger of loſing all our Poſſeſſions which have been conquered by the Company at ſuch 
an Expence of Blood and Treaſure : But this is no Time for Retroſpection; it is our Duty now 
to take a View of the impending Danger, and the Reſources which are ſtill left us, and to make 
the moſt of the Means in our Hands to avert our Ruin, before the Opportunity is loſt, and even 
Exertion becomes fruitleſs. TH | 4 h h 


Hyder Ally has long treated our Government with Neglect and Inſult ; and a Government which 
bears Inſult unavenged, will naturally be ſuppoſed to bear Injuſtice without Reſiſtance ; and Hyder 
is too good a Politician not to draw this Concluſion, and avail himſelf of our Weakneſs. 


For ſome Months paſt, he has been aſſembling a large Army upon our Frontiers, while his 
Vakeel was allowed. to remain at Madras, to give him daily Intelligence of the Effect his Motions 
had upon our Government. Still we remained inactive; we neither had Reſolution to queſtion 
him about the Cauſe of his Intentions, or to provide againſt the Danger. 


Inſtead of demanding a categorical Anſwer from Hyder, which would have determined the 
Line of our Conduct; inſtead of aſſembling ſuch Part of our Army as was capable of making ſome 
Head againſt his Force, and putting our Garriſons in a State of Defence, and providing the 
Means by which an Army might be ſupported ; our unhappy Inactivity prevailed over every Duty 
which we owed to our own Characters, to our Employers, or to the miſerable Inhabitants of a 
Country now ſuffering from Fire and Sword, which depend upon usfor Prote tion. We allowed 
the Enemy quietly to aſſemble their Troops upon our Frontiers; we allowed our own Troops to 
remain ſcattered in different Parts of the Country, without Stores or Guns, by the Aſſiſtance of 
which they might either defend themſelves or act offenſively; we took no Pains to repleniſh an. 
empty Treaſury with Money, which is the Sinews of War. Deſtitute of Means, but more ſo of the 
Abilities to exert them, we ſtood the ſtupid Spectators of our own Ruin; we would hardly be- 
lieve it when it was come; and now our Inactivity and Want of Exertion is equal to our Te- 
merity, our Blindneſs, and want of timely Precaution, * | 


Hyder Ally has poured in his Cavalry, and has alarmed the whole Country ; he himſelf has fol- 
lowed with his choice Troops, and is now in Force in the Body of the Carnatic; our Troops ſcat- 
tered in ſmall Detachments without Guns or Stores, may be unable to form a Junction, and poſ- 
fibly may be cut off one after another without the leaſt Reſiſtance ; our principal Garriſons neglect- 
ed, without Ammunition, Stores, or Proviſions, to enable them to bear a Siege, may become an 
ealy Sacrifice; a Number of ſmall Forts in the Carnatic, ſuch as Wandewaſh, Carangooly, Arnee, 
and many others, the Poſſeſſion of which has colt us ſo much Blood and Treaſure, and either 
left defenceleſs, or are garriſoned by a few Companies of Nabob's Sepoys, who have not been paid 
for 18 Months, and who ſtarving, may, through Hunger or Revenge, be glad to change their 
Maſter. The Fort of Arcot, the Capital of the Province, is perhaps before this Time in the Poſ- 
ſeſſion of Hyder Ally, and all the Stores and Arms which have been hoarded there, will fall a 
Sacrifice to our Enemies, and ſtrengthen their Hands againſt us. The Fort of Vellore, ſo far 
from being able to fend any Relief ro Arcot, cannot ſpare a Man from its own Defence, while the 
Villages are burning around it. The laſt Intelligence of Hyder, informs us, he was upon the 
Plains between Arcot and Pondicherry ; the Defences of this latter Place being deſtroyed, it is now 
as open as a Fiſhing Town, with Three Battalions of Sepoys in it, who have but Two Guns to defend 
them, and but a few invalid Artillery Men to work theſe Guns, though they may have Occaſion 
not only to combat with Hyder's Troops without, but from the diſaffected French, our natural 
Enemies, within the Place, who have been fed at our Expence, when we hardly had Money enough. 
for our own Occaſions: Theſe Three Battalions are now in the moſt imminent Danger, and may 
be cut off by a Part of Hyder's Army, while the reſt of it, without Oppoſition, may poſſeſs itſelf 
of Arcot ; the whole of the Country extending from the River Coleroon to the South, to the Coun.

Our Treafury was empty; the Nabob declared he had no Money; the Rajah. of Tanjore made 
the ſame Declaration; the Maſulipatam Diſtricts of the Northern Circars are ſo far from being able 
to furniſh Supplies, that the Arrears of Tribute now amounts to Seventeen Lacks of Pagodas; 
Sitteram Rauze, the moſt wealthy Zemindar under the Company, had not paid his Kiſts, and. 


inſtead of his being preſſed to pay them, a Remiſſion of Tribute was voted to him; Ball Kiſtna 4s 
in Arrears, nor is it believed that he will ever be induced to make good his Engagements. 4H tis 


Notwithſtanding this bad State of our Revenue, Money might. be. raiſed, and enough of it too, 
had Government acted with Spirit and Reſolution ; but I am, forry to ſay, that both were wanting 
when both were moſt required, The Nabob's Territories have remained in Peace ever ſince. the 
Year 176g ; conſiderable Additions haye been made to them ſince that Lime.

To ſay nothing of the Strictures, diffuſed with ſuch a laviſh Hand throughout 
the Minute of Mr. Sadlier, it cannot but be a Matter of  Admiration, | to- obſerve the Panic with 
which that Gentleman appears to have been ſtricken; every Line breathes Fire, Ruin, and Deſola- 
tion | Unhappily, a warm Imagination has carried him beyond the Limits of either Prudence or 
Diſcretion ; he. has aſſerted for Fact, that which never did exiſt ; he has drawn Concluſions from 
Premiſes arbitrarily eſtabliſhed, without the Appearance or Probability of Reaſon. 


| When a Country, from a ſudden Incurſion of an Enemy, or from any other Accident, is brought 
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Adminiſtration of that Country, to give Way to Apprehenſion, and to ſuppoſe, becauſe Exertions 
muſt be made, that that Country is ruined! The Hour of Danger is the Hour of Reſolution ; po- 
litical Timidity then becomes the greateſt Bane that can befal a Government, and conſequentiy a 
People over whom that Government preſides. If, as Mr. Sadlier aſſerts, the Committee were in- 
attentive to the Steps which Hyder has for ſome Time paſt been taking, with reſpect to the Carna- 
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ticy they moſt naqueſtionably would feel themſelyes worthy of the ſevereſt Diſpleaſure of their Em- 

loyers; but if Mr. Sadlier had been in a Situation to have known what the Committee had done, 
he would have known, that they have been by no Means inattentive to Hyder's Motions. That they 
had repreſented both to the Company and to the Gentlemen at Bengal, the Extent, of his Views; 
and had moſt circumſtantially informed the latter of every Step he had taken, previous to his At- 
rack upon the Carnatic. As to the categorical Demands which Mr. Sadlier ſeems to think we ſhould 
have.made te Hyder; as to the Diſmiſſion of his Vakeel, when the Rumour of his Intentions firſt. 
ſpread Abroad ; thoſe are Points which the Committee, who are alone the Judges, neither thought it 
expedient nor adviſeable in the then Situation of Affairs to carry into Execution. Hyder, from the 
Moment we marched againſt Mahé, threatened in Return an Invaſion of the Carnatic : His Inclina- 
tio Was Iittle to be doubted; but the Seaſon of the Year was allowed to paſs away, when he could 
moſt effectually have injured the Nabob; his uſual Judgment ſeems to have failed him in this 
Reſpect ; he deferred the Movement of his Troops until the Grounds lay uncultivated; the Grain 
was, gollected in, and the Monſoon was approaching, which would neceſſarily retard every Operation 
in the Field: Under thoſe Circumſtances therefore, and under the Certainty that his main Army 
and his Artillery had not yet got through the Gauts, and that he himſelf, ſo far from being in the 
Heart of the Carnatic, was till in the Neighbourhood of the Paſſes; under all theſe Circumſtances, | 
the. Committee deemed themſelves vigilant in the Truſt repoſed in them, when they reſolved to 
aſſemble an Army as ſpeedily as poſſible ; when they took Meaſures for the Co-operation of the 
Preſidency of Bengal; when they got the Nabob to collect additional Proviſions in his different 
Garriſons; and in ſhort, when in the laſt Reſort, they came to the Determination of exerting every 
Sinew towards the Puniſhment of a wanton, unprovoked Infringement of the Peace of 1769, 
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The Alarm occaſioned by the Entrance of Hyder into the Carnatic, was certainly very great; 

hut Who, in che leaſt acquainted with the fearful Diſpoſitions of the Natives, can wonder at their 
Conſternstion, and the more eſpecially, when that Conſternation ſeems to have been cheriſhed and 

fomented by: thoſe, whoſe: Province it was to have quelled it as ſoon as it appeared? Are we to ſup- 

poſe, that Jndividuals without Doors are to remain in the Belief of Safety, when a Member of the 

Government itſelf declares, ** The Carnatic is loſt, and we are a loſt Colony; that his Sentiments 

«ſhall not be confined/ to the Board at which he fits, but that they ſhall be communicated to the ; . 
« Community at large, that they may know their Danger ?” 169 15 


Fear in a deliberative, as well as in an executive Officer of à State, is an unhappy Depreſſion of 
that Spirit, which is peculiarly wanting in every Act of Moment; but when that Fear, burſting 
through every Reſtraint, and arrogating to itſelf the Credit of a conſtitutional Oppoſition, not only 
ſtrives to enfeeble the Councils by which that State is governed, but likewiſe endeavours to counteract 
its Meaſures, by ſowing Diſaffection among the People, the Evil becomes of Magnitude, and the 
Welfare of the whole points it out as neceſſary to be cruſhed. | 


The extenſive Knowledge of Mr. Sadlier does not confine itſelf to the Condemnation of all the 
Meaſures of the Committee, the Springs of which he is evidently unacquainted with; he even ven- 
tures to arraign the Conduct of Sir Edward Hughes, His Majeſty's Naval Commander in Chief in 
India; and, a little incautiouſly, calls the Plan recommended by the Commander in Chief of the 
Army, a mad one; although it was founded on the cooleſt Deliberation, and although the Nabob 
policively- alerts, that neither at the Mount, nor at any Place nearer than Wandewaſh, can a ſufficient 
Quantity! of Proviſions be collected tor the Troops. Leſt however, the Sentiments of the Nabob 
ſhould: be ſuppoſed oppoſite, it will not be improper here to recite his own Words, freely given in 
the Preſence of the Preſident, the General, Sir Heaor Munro, Lord Macleod, Ummeer Ul Umrah, 
and Aſſaram Cawn the Dewan. It would be impoſſible for me,” ſaid the Nabob, „to ſupply the 
Troops at the Mount, or at any Place fo near to Madras; at Arcot, Wandewaſh, Gingee, Tiagar, 
and Trichinopoly, I have already collected Stores, Proviſions, Bullocks, &c. Hyder being on 
that Side of the Carnatic, and Wandewaſh being the moſt centrical Place for aſſembling an Army, 
there 1 would wiſh; it co join, as from the Parts adjacent I can furniſh it with whatſoever ſhall be 
«+ /wanting and at the ſame Time both my Country, and the Poſſeſſions of the Company will be 
protected.“ Whether the Select Committee, proceeding on their own Knowledge, and on the Judg- 
ment of the Commander in Chief of the Army, and ſupported therein by the Sentiments of the 
Nabob, are wrong, or whether Mr. Sadlier is right, the Iſſue of the Matter will finally determine. 


The laſt Reſource of intemperate Minds, is in bold and general Scurrility ; fatally indeed the Ran- 
cour recoils upon themſelves, and inſtead of injuring thoſe they would with to viliſy, the Opprobrium 
falls upon their own Heads, and leaves a Stigma which is not eaſily eradicated. Thus Mr. Sadlier, 
When he ſays, „ We have Rood the ſtupid Spectators of our own Ruin,” eltabliſhes for a Fact what 
is merely-the Offfpring of his own Apprehenſion. Ruin has not fallen upon the Carratic, nor ſha 

Ruin approach it, ſhould Hands and Hearts, zealous in the general Welfare, be able to prevent it. 
To deſcend ſo far as to anſwer that Part of the Minute which lays, © the Nabob's Perſon is in Dan- 
Ser, hem almoſt deſerted by thoſe who ought to protect him, and that he is ſunk in a State of Deſ- 
pondency-without Hope, and may conſider himſelf as a Victim devoted to Deſtruction,” would be 
inurious to his Highneſs ; who is ſenſible of the anxious Regard of this Government to his Intereſt

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and Honour, and highly unworthy of out own Characters. The Nabob feels ſo totally the Reverſe 


of all this, that he is warm and ſanguine that Hyder will eventually repent his having diſturbed the 


Quiet of the Carnatic. Pur Mr. Sadlier goes a Step farther ; we have already remarked his Declaration 


at the Board, © that he would communicate his'Seatiments to the Community at large, that they might 
know their Danger ;” a Declaration fraught with Conſequences of the moſt evil Tendency. But, not 
confining himſelf to this, he even proceeds to ſay, * the Committee have ated under the Sanction of an 
uſurped Authority.” If in their Wiſdom the Company have thought fit to eſtabliſh a Select Commir- 
tee for the DIL Wi acted of their Affairs; 17 in their Diſcretion they have thought proper to 
limit the Number of its Members; the daring Ioſult in fuch Language ſnewn to their Authority, and 
that too by a Member of Adminiſtration, is worthy of the ſevereſt Cenſure that can be paſſed. To en- 
courage 4 Spirit of Diſaffection, is highly unbecoming in any Man veſted with a Share of the Go- 
vernment, of a Country ; but to aim at the Subverſion of a Power fixed and eſtabliſhed in all its 
Points by the moſt explicit Orders, is a Tranſgreſſion of that unpardonable Nature, that Government 
would be treacherous to their Conſtituents, and negligent of the public Safety, were they to allow it 
to paſs with Indifference or Impunity: Wherefore, as the Commands of the Company are clear and

I conſider the Suſpenſion of Mr. Sadlier as arbitrary and unjuſt, therefore have diſſented and pro- 
reſted againſt the Meaſure. His Repreſentation, in many Particulars, agrees with the Sentiments J 
have expreſſed in Committee; and doubtleſs very great Allowances ſhould have been made for a Mi- 
nute, conceived in a critical Situation, when the Writer thought there was imminent Danger. I cannot 
ſufficiently regret the Inattention ſhewn by the Majority of the Committee to the ſeveral Repreſenta- 


tions made by Mr. Johnſon and myſelf; expreſſing our Wiſhes to make the neceſſary Preparations for 


War, on receiving various Letters from his Highneſs the Nabob, informing us of Hyder Ally's hoſtile 

Intentions againſt the Carnatic, although we did not then record our Sentiments, more particularly on 

the 17th of July, and alſo in the Minytes delivered in by us on the 19th June and 19th July laſt ; as 

I fear this Inactivity has occaſioned the Alarm and Conſternation which prevailed on the Morning of

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Onrah.(to which! Mr. Johnſon, and myſelf were not invited) ſeryed to confirm that Deſpondency and 
Diſtruſt Which prevails in this Settlement. .

An unreſerved Communication of Sentiments from every Member of the Board, appears to me 
eſſentially: neceſſary for managing the Company's Affairs; and every Attempt to reſtrain it, highly im- 
proper. To ſuſpend a Member for doing what he conceives to be his Duty, is ſuch an Act of arbi- 
trary Power as cannot be paralleled in the Company's Records. Can it be expected that a Member 
will deliver his Sentiments with Freedom and Sincerity, whilſt the Terrors of Suſpenſion hang over 
him 4 fear not; and that this violent Meafure is more calculated to evince the Power of the Majo- 
rity, than to promote Harmony and Unanimity. in our Councils. When I reflect on all that has 

alled;on this Occalion, I find it very difficult to reſtrain my Feelings at the Conduct of the Majority, 
1n.endeaxQuring to ruin the Proſpects of one of their own Members, for having painted our Situa-

A generous Mind might naturally be rouzed 
by a Senſe of public Calamity. If Mr. Sadlier's Language was diſorderly, he ought to have had the 
Privilege of being brought to a Senſe of Decorum in his Place, and during the Time of Council.

Remember, Sir, that for a publie Act, in Diſcharge of the Truſt repoſed in me, you, with 
others, thought fit to reflect upon my Character, and to degrade me from my Station. Upon this 
trying Occaſion 1 felt no perſonal Injury, for 1 know my Conduct would bear the Teſt of En- 
quiry. If you were conſcious of the ſame Feeling, your Letter to me would have been un- 
neceſſary, Called upon by Station, and a Senfſc of pubhe: Danger, I was led to give my Opinion 
of Men and Meaſures ; in doing ſo, I commented upon your Conduct, not in your individual, bur 
your public Capacity; inſtead of concealing what was written, I laid it open for your Inſpection; 
and allow me to fay, Sir, that a Man whoſe Actions are marked with ſo much Candour, muſt bs 


regardleſs of Conſequences. 


You inform me, you did not ſee 'my Letters before you were going to Dinner Yeſterday in the 
Fort, though they were delivered about Noon on the 17th Inftant, which includes a Space of Nine 
Days. This appears ſomething extraordinary ! We have within that Time heard that General Sir 
Eyre Coote is coming from Bengal with a Reinforcement of Troops; the firſt official Information 
in this important Point was received laſt Night, and your Letter was delivered to me about Noon 
this Day. The Meaſures which the Governor General and Council have refolved to purſue relative 
to this Government, are not yet known ; one Thing is certain, that after his Arrival you will be- 
come Second in Command, and will then be more at Liberty to diſpoſe of yourſelf ; what Judg- 
ment others may have entertained of your Ations, as yet remains in Doubr, and it 'is uncertain 
how ſoon you may be called upon to vindicate your Conduct, or I to juſtify my Aﬀertions the 
Cavſe of your Challenge is more properly the Subject of a Court Martial than a Duel; private 
Refentments will not rub out the Stains of public Miſconduct. You have ſtated no Inftance in 
which I have ſaid any Thing either falſe or malicious; but if I am your Accufer, I am ſo pub- 
licly, not privately. By having written to the Governor General, and to the Court of Directors, 
and uncertain as I am what ReſoJutions they may have come to upon the Credit of my Information, 
I confider myſelf accountable to them in the Firſt Inſtance for the Truth of my Afﬀertions, It is 
your Conduct, not your Courage, which you may have Occaſion to defend; and believe me, that 


our Meeting in the Manner you deſire will not vindicate you upon that Ground. 


Both you and I are the Servants of the Public; our Lives are not, and ought not, to be a.

Permit me to remark, that my Minute of the 2gth July, on which I was ſuſpended, conveyed 
my Senſe of the Milconduct of Government in ſtronger and more pointed Terms than any of my 
ſublequent Writings. - I wrote the former with all the Apprehenſions of approaching Danger to the 
Company, to the Community, to my Friends, and to myſelf; I wrote the latter with that fixed 
Concern which takes place in the Mind when the Loſs is certain and irretrievable. Thoſe will judge 
beſt of my Feelings, and of their Cauſe, who can bring back their Imagination to the Incidents 
of the Lime in which my Minute was written. That Line which the Governor thought the General 
ſhouki have purſued in conſequence of that Minute, is ſtrongly marked by a Cireumſtance which 
gave Occaſion to the Fifth Paragraph in Mr. Johnſon's Diſſent againſt my Suſpenſion ; viz. 


+... Becauſe, the Suſpenſion of Mr. Sadlier appears to be founded in private Reſentment, and 
«not on public Utility; many Circumſtances tend to corroborate this Fact. already ſufficiently 
„ proved by the Weaknels of the Charge againſt him. The General declared, That ber be or 
« Mr. Sadlier ſhould quit the Board; and the Preſident ſuon after Mr. Sadlier's Minute was read, 
“ ſaid, ** That it contained many ſevere and injurious Reflections againſt himſelf and the General,

Theſe Words, which ſhew the Impreſſions of the General's Friend, ſtill remain unanſwered and un- 
refuted. If my Arguments were ill-founded, the Governor and the General ſhould have refuted 
them ; if my Language was perſonal, another Mode of Redreſs remained open. But inſtead of 
purſuing the direct and honourable Lane, a clandeſtine Charge was formed againſt me by the Gover- 
nor and the General; they availed themſelves of their Station to:-puniſh me by Suſpenſion for my Opi- 
nion, and while: my Character remained under the Impeachment, the latter, in hopes of vindicating 
himſelf, called upon me privately to anſwer for Aſſertions conſequent to, and more moderate, than the 
Opinion on which I ſtood publicly condemned. 


It is proper here to fix the Point of Honour, as it occurred to me; and I therefore have Recourſe to Mi- 
Inary Practice, as the beſt Criterion: An Officer who is put under an Arreſt, does not think his Ho- 
nour reſtored until public Reparation is made to him. I was degraded from my Station; I remained 
under the Imputation of Guilt until I was reinſtated. 1 had no Channel of Redreſs but from Bengal, 
or from the Court of Directors. And what mult be thought of the Man, who having unjuſtly at- 
tempted to injute my Fame, called upon me in. ſuch Manner, before Redreſs could be obtained ? 


On the other Hand, I had ſtated Circumſtances of General Munro's Conduct as a Member of the 
Committee, and while he was at the Head of the Army; which he thought injurious. Did he imagine 
that I would retract theſe Opinions, to avoid the Conſequences of his Challenge? or did he conceive, 
that making a Diſplay of his Courage with mein a Duel, would rub out the Stains of public Miſcon- 
duct? I imputed partly to Sir Hector Munro, as a Member of Government, the Miſconduct, &c, 
which occaſioned the preſent Invaſion. I imputed to him in the ſame Situation, a Want of Meaſures, 
which has rendered the Invaſion ſo formidable; and when he was at the Head of the Army, I gave my 
Reaſons for thinking that the Loſs of a Detachment of the beſt and moſt gallant Troops in our Ser- 
vice, together with the Diſgrace and Loſs incident to this Diſaſter, was owing to him, and to him only; 
and will his Challenge to me, or any Conſequence which could enſue from it, vindicate him upon that 
Ground? he might indeed end a Life which Reflection would render inſupportable; but no private 
Act can juſtify him in the Opinion of the World.

From the Miſconduct of Sir Thomas Rumbold, ſupported by Mr. Whitchill and Sir Hector 
Munro, and continued by them after his Departure, the Company's Affairs on this Coaſt were in- 
volved in almoſt inextricable Difficulties ; their Reſources were exhauſted, their Territories were im- 

veriſhed, their Revenue in Arrear, their Army ſcattered, their Settlement without Trade, and theſe 
Evil daily increaling from the heavy Exportation of Specie, both as an Article of Trade and Remit- 
tance, at the Rate of 10 and 15 Lacks of Pagodas per Annum. 8 


When our Reſources were in that declining State, owing to the Men at the Head of Government, 
we found ourſelves invaded by Hyder Ally, at the Head of a formidable Army. 


This Attack was no Way unforeſeen; it was encouraged by our Weakneſs and Venality ; the ſame 
Cauſes made us look upon the approaching Storm, without endeavouring to provide againſt it; ſuch 
a Proviſion would have put a Stop to the immediate and intereſted Views of Individuals; thoſe in 
Truſt, on Behalf of the Whole, only acted for themſelves, and they hoped to eſcape with the Spoil, and 
leave others to ſtruggle with the Difficulties which they had occaſioned, | 


Sir Thomas Rumbold was aſſuredly poſſeſſed of a certain Share of Abilities, and he ſhewed it in 
: e more than his timely Eſcape; and you muſt well know, from your own Experience, what 

Dependance could be placed upon the Integrity, the Foreſight, and the Capacity of his Succeſſors. 
It may not, however, be unneceſſary to mention, that theſe Gentlemen, as they had aſſented to his 
Meaſures, thought it neceſſary to ſupport them after his Departure. 


When our Territories were. thus impoveriſhed ; when, deſtitute of Money to ſupport a War, and, 
Tam afraid of the Abilities to conduct it, we heard from Conjeveram on the 22d July, that a Party 
of Hyder's Horſe had plundered that Place; the Conſternation which enſued is not to be expreſſed ; 
and nothing could more ſtrongly mark the Opinion entertained by the Community, both of the Weak- 
neſs of their Protectors, and the Protection held out by them. 


Every ſucceeding Day brought in Accounts of accumulating Evils : Porto Novo was plundered, 
and the Amount of 4 or 5 Lacks of Pagodas were carried away from it in Money and Jewels; the 
whole of the Villages round Vellore and Amboor were burnt to Aſhes; while the Garriſons, inſtead 
of being able to afford Aſſiſtance, tremble for their own Safety. We were incapable of oppoſing 
theſe Incurſions, through a Want of timely Preparation; even the Village of Poonamalee was burnt 
and ſacked in the Preſence of the only Body of Troops which we have aſſembled; and we hear To- 
day, that the Villages within the Bounds of Cuddalore have ſhared the ſame Fate.

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Mr. Whitehill and Sir Hector Munro acknowledge, that Hyder threatened an Invaſion of our 
Territories when we attacked Mali, and that his Intention ſince was not to be doubted. You will 
Judge of Men who could make this Declaration, and yet delay every Preparation; it is known 
too, that Hyder prevented the March of our firſt Detachment deſtined to defend Adoni; that he 
treated our Embaſſador, Mr. Gray, in a Manner which left that Gentleman in no Doubt of his Inten- 
tions againſt us; that he has, for a Length of Time paft, been collecting Stores at Mangulore upon our 
Frontier, and that his Army has been aſſembling with the Intention to attack us for ſome Months. 
Still 'our Credulity prevailed ; our Governor would not believe the Invaſion was probable, until 
the Attack upon Conjeveram, and the General did not give Credit to it for ſome Days after.

Since the Loſs of his Baggage, the Remains of our lictle Army has been much expoſed to the In- 
clemency of the Weather, which, added to exceſſive Fatigue, has very much reduced the Number of our 
Troops. The King's Regiment, which embarked 1, 100 ſtrong, has not now above 210 ef- 
fective Men; the other Corps, though they have not ſuffered in the ſame Proportion, yet they are 
greatly reduced. The Ardour which animated every private Soldier, while he had a Hope of Victory, 
Is now. loſt. The Europeans are diſpirited, and it cannot be expected that the Sepoys will again 
face Cavalry willingly, while under their preſent Leader. : 


Though the Troops which remain to us are in no Condition to take the Field, or to face the 
Enemy, they are kept in Camp at Marmelong, inſtead of being brought into Garriſon. The Ground 
between Madras and Marmelong is altogether encloſed; the Enemy by coming the Poonamalee Road, 
from the Weſtward, might poſſeſs themielyes of theſe Encloſures, and cut off the Communication be- 
tween the Garriſon and the Army. | | 


The Nabob's Cavalry, which made a Part of Colonel Coſby's Detachment, are ſeveral Months in 
Arrears , the Horſe Keepers and Graſs Cutters are deſerted ; and the Horſes are dying for Want of 
Food. With about three Regiments of Cavalry within our Bound, including the Ameer's Guard, we 
are ſhut up by the Enemy's Horſe ; we already feel the Want of Proviſions, and may conclude our- 
ſelves as blocked up in Garriſon, by ſtraggling Parties of the Enemy's Horſe, who have now the 
whole Carnatic to range in unmoleſted.

The Intelligence we have here is, that 
the Guns which Hyder has already ſent out of the Carnatic, are only thoſe he took in the Forts 
which have ſurrendered to him; therefore the Firſt Part of Sir Hector Munro's Inſtructions, in his 
laſt Letter, I fear we ſhall be too late ro comply with; and as to deſtroying the Changamah Paſs, ſo 
as to prevent Hyder's Retreat that Way, preſume, from my Knowledge thereof (having gone through 
it) chat it will require a much longer Time to effect it than is imagined : In the Firſt Place, the Pals, 
though known by that Name, is above Fifteen Miles further to the Weſtward, and is the moſt acceſſi- 
ble of any I have ſeen in the Country, and of ſuch a Nature as not eaſily to be made much better or 
much worſe.

ſuaded it is beſt I did ſo, In the firſt Place, the Proviſions that come to him are not in any 
with Quantities at a Time, and the Loſs of a few Bullocks Loads of very little Importance to him, 
as, 1 am well affured, he gets Plenty from the Countries he has now got his People in; and unleſs I 
could have remained there, my barely going and returning would have been of little or no Conſe-

I omitted to acquaint your Honour, &c. in my Letter from Tiagar, that a Hircarrah who came to 
me from Changamah, informed me, that ſome Days before, Six large Guns, which he underſtood were 
all Hyder had with him for breaching, went paſt that Place in their Way to Bengaloor, as alſo 


ſome Sick, from his Army ; and that within the Courſe of a few Days, Four or Five thouſand 


Horſe have left his Service on ſome Diſguſt ; and that his Army is in general very ſickly, At my 
leaving gar, I was informed that Hyder's People had poſſeſſed themſelves of Trilacoor; and on 
my Arrivatnear it, found it to be true; and by puſhing on ſome of the Cavalry, we ſurrounded the 
The Amuldar, and Thirty Sepoys and Peons, with 
I brought them to this 
Place, and have delivered them over to the Killidar. They had been very troubleſome Neighbours 
to the People here, many of whoſe Cattle they had plundered, and committed many Cruelties, 
There is no Doubt but that Hyder has, by ſome Means, greatly attached the Inhabirants of the 
Tiagar and Tricaloor Countries to him, inſomuch that my Hircarrahs tell me, the News of my march- 
ing from Tiagar was communicated from Village to Village all the Way to Trinomallee, from 
whence Expreſſes were ſent to Hyder; and in my March Yeſterday from Tricaloor, the Country 
being extremely woody, and intermixed with high Rocks, the Line was ſeveral Times fired upon 
by Match-lock Fellows, collected together, I ſuppoſe, from different Villages by Hyder's Amulders : 
Some of them, till my Approach, were iſſuing their Orders within Six Miles of this. I have ſent 
off People in Search of the Army, and hope ſoon to hear from the General; but as they may miſ- 
carry, your Honour, &c. will no doubt think it proper to inform him where I am. In the mean 
Time, I ſhall be prepared to act as Occaſions may preſent,

Honourable Sir, and Sirs, ANA 

I had the Honour of addreſſing you Yeſterday, and informing you of my Intention of ſurprizing 
Chittaput in the Night. In conſequence of it, I left my Camp ſtanding, and marched laſt Night ar 
Seven, and about Half paſt Two this Morning reached it, and having previouſly made the Diſpoſition 
for the Attack, with the Particulars of which I ſhall not here trouble your Honour, &c. we had the good 
Fortune to paſs the Ditch, and mount into the Fauſſe Brayez then our Difficulties commenced : The 
Fauſſe Braye, from the Bottom of the Ditch to the Top, is at leaſt Thirty Feet, ſo that it proved 
a moſt laborious Bulineſs to get the Ladders (which being made for Two abreaſt, were heavy) over, and 
the great Croud, which, anxious to get into the Frauſſe Braye-after their Companions, kept conſtantly 
getting on them; it was Half an Hour before Two could be got over, and even thoſe damaged, they 
were however planted againſt one of the Baſtions; but by this Time the Enemy's Force was collected 
to receive us, and Numbers of Blue Lights, all along the Face and Row of Pikes, | mare through 
every Embrafure, ſo that it now became impoſſible to get the People (excepting a few, who now and 
then attempted it) up the Ladders, though many Examples were ſhewn them by their Officers; and by 
Mr. Montgomery and a Serjeant in particular, the Firſt being the Commanding Officer of the leading 
Party, who got too near the Top of the Ladder, but were obliged to come down again by the Numbers 
that oppoſed them; the Enemy, now alſo kept up*®a very heavy though not a well. directed Fire, for 
finding that the Attack on the Pettah Side was only a falſe one, they aſſembled in great Force to the 
real one. The Troops however in the Fauſſe Braye, ſhewed' the beſt Countenance imaginable, and 
though they could not be prevailed on to mount the Second Wall, ſhewed no Inclination to quit the 
Ground they had got, ſo that they were a full Hour and a Half, all which Time I was in Hopes ſome- 
thing might at laſt be done; but after trying every Thing, and being repeatedly aſſured by the Officer 
in the Fauſſe Braye of the Impoſſibility of getting their Men to aſcend the Second Wall, the Day be- 
ginning to dawn, I ordered a Retreat, which was ſo well covered by the Fire of the Troops on the 
Glacis, that we brought over even our killed and wounded, and marched off in good Order. 


The falſe Attack carried the Pettah, and penetrated to the great Gateway, where they killed up- 
wards of Forty of the Enemy, we hoped to have got Admittance into the Place. The Fort, natural- 
ly a very ſtrong and good one, has been greatly improved by Hyder's Ordets; the Ditch deepened, 
and Pits dug all over the Glacis; and there is in it for certain, at leaſt Six hundred Men: Notwith- 
ſtanding which, F am perſuaded we ſhould have ſucceeded, had it not been for the Information ſent 
from hence to the Chittaput Killidar, by a Subadar of the Nabob's, whoſe Family was at Chitteput, 
to be on his Guard, for that Ladders were making, and he imagined deſigned for an Attack upon 
him; and this very Man was one of my Guides; he is now miſſing, which confirms the Report. I 
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Batter myſelf your nn Sc. will think it was worth the Trial, as, had it ſucceeded, it muſt have

People ; I ſhall beg Leave to ſhew in a few Words what has been done, and what is now doing, 
to anſwer theſe neceſſary Purpoſes. 


A ſufficient Number of Guns have been mounted on the Black Town Wall; the Ditch is in 
ſome Parts cleared, and in a few Days, by the Means of the People now employed, this neceſſary 
Work will be finiſhed, and ſuch other Meaſures taken as will put the Black Town in a reſpectable 
State of Defence; there are about 600 Sepoys enliſted for the Uſe of the Black Town; and by the 
Reports that have been made to me, I ;underſtand they are already conſiderably advanced in their 
Diſcipline, and very capable of doing the Duty that is required of them: Beſides this, all the 
Troops belonging to the Garriſon are in Readineſs to march to the Black Town, if neceflary : it 


will certainly be proper to have Officers appointed to the new-raiſed Sepoys z but the firſt Conſi— 


deration with us is to complete all the Corps for the Field; whatever Officers are appointed to the 
new Corps mult go from this Garriſon z one of them is now conſtantly in the Black Town, and I 
mean to ſend another there immediately. 


Upon the Whole, nothing has been omitted that I can think of, for the Security of the Black 


Town; I fee no reaſonable Ground for the Apprehenſion which ſeems to have ſpread among the 


Inhabitants , or how it is poſſible for us to place them in greater Safety, unleſs we take them into 
the Fort, or withdraw our Army from the Field for the Protection of the Black Lowa.

I have this Inſtant received Intelligence of Hyder Ally's whole Army, with a large Train of 
Artillery, being arrived at Manolorepet, about Thirty Miles from hence, and are clearing the 
Road to this Place; they have taken Trinomalee, and it is reported alſo a ſmall Fort on a Hill near 
it, called Sulufgur; a ſmall Mud Fort, called Calicurchy, Seven Miles to the Weſtward of this, is 
alſo in Hyder's Poſſeſſion, and the People of that Diſtrict are gone over to him. I was favoured 
with your's of the 1ſt, Yeſterday, and have received the Returns, &c. ſafe; if you have any 
particular News, particularly of our Troops taking the Field, I ſhall be much obliged to you to 
favour me with it, but I imagine it will require a clever Fellow to convey it: As long as I am able to 
lend Letters, you ſhall hear every Thing that paſſes this Way.

- Honourable Sir, and Sirs, 

1 have the Honour to inform you, that I arrived here this Morning juſt as the Day broke, having 
marched at Nine laſt Night from my Ground near Carringooly. I have met with no Impediment, nor 
have any of the Enemy's ſtraggling Plunderers appeared. I had pretty certain Information of a very 
large Body of Horſe from Conjeveram, that croſſed the River at Shiveram, in order to give me as much 
Trouble as they could. Have no Knowledge or Suſpicion what diſappointed them, but they 
have never appeared, and I have brought up every Thing this laſt March very well. Hyder muſt cer- 
tainly have very bad Intelligence, or muſt be much weaker in Force, or in Spirit, than he is reported 
to be, or he ſhould have made a Puſh to engage my Detachment, for if he could not attempt that 
alone, he had little to expect from any Attempt after a Junction. It is true, I do not believe he 
would willingly engage ſuch a Force as mine in a pitched Battle, unleſs to carry ſome great Point; 
and ſurely if any Thing could tempt him to riſk a Battle, it muſt be the Hopes of preventing a 
Junction of the Force of the Carnatic; and had he had any Intelligence, he would have known 
that the Number of Followers which encumbered us, would have given him every Advantage, for 
belides theſe naturally belonging to the Troops, Two or Three thouſand collected with Captain Davis's 
Battalion in the courſe of his March from Trichinopoly; and there are all thoſe belonging to 
Colonel Brown's Detachment. In ſhort, I am convinced, that for every Fighting Man, I have Six 
Women, Children, and old Men, who, upon the leaſt Alarm, in ſpite of every Precaution, fell 
back upon the Troops, and almoſt rendered it impoſſible to form them for effectual Refiftarce. It 
he had had Spirit and Intelligence, he muſt have known, that the laſt March but one I had Ten 
Miles of as bad a Road perhaps as ever was paſſed, almoſt every Step Knee-deep, till we came to the 
Plain Mudrunticum, where was the fineſt Spot for him to have formed, with every Advantage on 
his Side, and when he muſt have attacked us to every Advantage, jaded and fatigued, and in inevitable 
Diſorder as we came out of the Slough. It is true, I had taken every Precaution, for I fully ex- 

ed it, as he was within a very convenient Diſtance to have met me on that Spot; and I had a 
rong advanced Guard, unincumbered, compoſed of his Highneſs's Grenadier Troopers, and Five 
Companies of Sepoy Grenadiers ; but to my Aſtoniſhment not an Enemy appeared. I mention this, 
Honourable Sir, and Sirs, becauſe I conceive it to be a very ſtrong Proof that this Man is not to beſeriouſly 
apprehended ; and that, if he is at all faced and puſhed, he will retire out of the Carnatic as faſt as 
he came into it. I will add another Proof of his Want of Te u or Generalſhip: By ſome ſtrong 
Inattention the important Fort of Carringooly is at preſent garriſoned by a Havildar and Twenty of his 
Highneſs's Sepoys only. I have very great Reaſon to believe, from Circumſtances which J cannot 
here mention, that it would have been yielded the firſt Summons, had Hyder's People from Conjeveram 
puſhed for it, ſo as to have got Poſſeſſion of it the Night before my Arrival, as it commands the 
only Road I had to take; that the Conſequences would have been very ſerious, I was much 
diſpoſed, had I had Powers, to have thrown my Sick Europeans and Sepoys into it, and Two Guns, 
but I durſt not take ſuch a Step without Authority; the Havildar even objected to receive any 
Ammunition from me without the Nabob's Orders, although I puſhed him much to receive it: 
Perhaps he thought if he received Supplies, a greater Defence mult be expected from him. It is of 
Importance, Honourable Sir, and Sirs, that that Fort ſhould be looked to; it is very large, has a 
good Ditch, and Fauſſe Braye, would afford an Aſylum to the Inhabitants of its own Pettah, of the 
reat and populous Village of Madranticum, and to ſeveral neighbouring Villages; and in my 
umble Opinion, a large Quantity of Grain and Ammunition ſhould be lodged there, from whence 
an Army in the Field might be ſupplied, as the River here is ſometimes impaſſable for many Days 
together; and I am confident, that now, if that Place had been capable of aftording any Aſſiſtance, 
my remaining on that Side the River, which we mult re-croſs to go towards Arcot or Wandewaſlh, 
would have awed the Enemy very much; for Report /but it is only Report of People come from 
the Arcot Side) ſay, that he counted much upon — well State of the Country I had to paſs; and 
that upon hearing my Approach, his Infantry and Artillery fell back to Trinomalee, and himſelf, 
with the Cavalry, to Temmery ; but I have no Confirmation of it, yet I do not doubt it, for the 
Man who would not attack us under the Advantages he had, I am convinced will wait till we attack 
him; and 1 ſuppoſe we ſhall hear of his attempting Wandewaſh and Warritpollum, or ſuch 
hings as he can attempt by Surprize. To the former (in conſequence of Mr, Oakeley's Letter of 
14th, containing your Orders, and which I received the Evening of the 16th) I immedi- 
ately detached Lieutenants Flint and Parr, Two very diligent and good Officers, with Two 
Companies of Sepoys, with a Hundred Rounds per Man, at Nine o'Clock the ſame Evening; and 
as they went without Tents or Baggage of any Kind, and the Diſtance was only Sixteen Malabar 
Miles, I hope they reached ic Yeſterday Morning. Not knowing the Situation of that Place, I 
ought proper to order Mr. Munro to advance to Lieutenant Flint, Four hundred Pagodas, on ac- 
count of theſe Two Companies, and I have no doubt the Killedar is pre-diſpoſed to receive him, 
ut I remember he refuſed to let me into the Fort, when I was going down with the Army to Pon- 
dicherry; and I have written to him twice for Intelligence, but have received no Anſwer, War- 
narpollam requires Attention: The original Poſſeſſor of that Country, and to whom the People are 
attached, "bs. am informed, in Hyder's Intereſt much. Very much will depend upon immediate

« queſt I will ſend Orders to my Killidars, to give General Munro Liſts of the Grain and Stores that 
« are in my Forts, and that General Munro be ſupplied with whatever Stores he may call for at 
« Arcot, and that fuch ſhall afterwards be returned to me out of the Company's Stores.” All this 
I underſtand. My Friend! moſt of the Grain in my Country has been plundered and deſtroyed by 
the Enemy, and what is left, remains expoſed in the Fields or Villages. The Ryots, from Fear of 
falling into the Enemy's Hands, or being cut off, have deſerted their Homes, and fled for Shelter to 
the Woods and Mountains. 1 had previouſly laid Grain in Store in the Forts of Vellour, Arcot, 
Ginjee, Wandewaſh, and Trichinopoly, for the Engliſh Army, of which an Account is herewith ſent 
you, General Munro carried from this a Quantity of Grain ſufficient to laſt the Army until it arrives 
at Arcot, and Nudjif Cawn has my Orders to join it at that Place, He will furniſh from the Forts 
above-mentioned, what Quantity of Grain may be wanted for the Army, at the Deſire of General 
Munro,— My Killidars have already had Orders from me to ſend the General what Grain he may call 
for. Nudjif Cam has my politive Orders for this, and I ſhall write him again. There was no Ne- 
ceſſity for ſending any Perſon of Conſequence with the Army from this to Arcot, becauſe I myſelf 
ſupplied them here with Proviſions, and the Enemy had fo effectually laid waſte and plundered the 
Country between this and Arcot, chat there is no Proviſions left in any one Place, Yet as you deſired 
it in your Letter, I appointed Mahommed Backer Cawn, a Perſon of ' Truſt, for this Service, and he 
was accordingly introduced to General Munro, as the Perſon appointed by me to go with him to Arcot. 
With regard to the Lifts of Stores which you demand, they are at Arcot, and General Monro will 
take what Stores he may want, and give Receipts for them. What are not expended may afterwards 
be returned to me; and in Return for thoſe that are expended, I make no Doubt but I ſhall, agree- 
able to what you write me, have others given me out of the Company's Stores. I have already ſent 
Orders to Rajah Burbur, to furniſh General Munro with whatever Stores he may want, but as ſome 
Accidents on the Road may have prevented his receiving them, I encloſe you a freſh Order to him, 
which you may yourſelf forward to General Munro. hat ſhall I ſay more ?

Where Inhabitants are met with, they are protected, and regularly paid, and not finding any, as far 
as poſſible,” an Account taken, and the Money collected, or Receipts granted me, occaſionally to be 
produced, I in particular mention this Matter, becauſe ſurely there will be numberleſs Complaints, 
of Quantities taken, whereof there is no Account. Many Villages, too diſtant for me to guard, muſt

The Preſident is concerned at a Seaſon like this, when the DepreCations of Hyder Ally Cawi 
loudly call for Meaſures of Unanimity and Firmneſs, that the Commander in Chief of the Army 
ſhould have Reaſon to feel the abſolute Neceſſity for n6vitg for the occaſional Admiſſion of Mr. 
Davidſon into the Committee, The uniform ſettled Appearance of a Determination in Meſſrs. 
Smith and Johnſon to oppeſe every Plan adopted dy che Majority of the Committee, is indeed too 
evident to allow of even the ſmalleſt Heſitation in imagining, that in the Event of Sir Hector 
Munro's Departure for the Army, every Plan hitherto laid down, will be counteracted, and even 
perhaps totally laid aſide. Under theſe Difeuſties, and ſceing no Proſpet of a Change of Senti- 
ments in thoſe Gentlemen, and truſting, that the candid and unbiaſſed Judgment of Mr. Davidſon 
will fee Matters in a different Point of View, when he comes to be acquainted with them, the 
Commander in Chief ſeems unqueſtionably to have Expediency ſufficient on his Side, to warrant the 
Recommendation of a temporary Infringement of the Company's Orders.

However, leaſt it might be ſuppoſed that we had ſeemingly formed a Party againſt the Preſident 
and General, we appeal to the Records for a Refutation of any ſuch Idea; and affert, that in theſe 
will be found many Inſtances wherein we eſſentially differed in Opinion from each other. 


The Preſident has advanced, * that the Records of the Board; as well as the Committee, are Proofs 
that little Reliance is to he had on the Concufrence of Meffrs.' Smith and Johnſon, with reſpect to 
the Meaſures to be purſued, if they ſhall be left with a decided Majority in the Committee.“ 


We, in Anſwer thereto, ſay, that no Conſideration can induce us to give up our Judgment to 
the Preſident ar the General, but where our own coincides with theirs 4 to thoſe Records we appeal 
for our Juſtification. Our Diſſents have not been wantonly made, or maliciouſly worded ; che) 
ſpeak our Sentiments, and the Reaſons on which thoſe Sentiments ate founded they breathe neither 
Pique, Prejudice, or Reſentment. We need not ſay bow eaſy it would be for us to rectiminate in 
this Reſpect upon thoſe Gentlemen ; but this is not properly our Province. Recrimination is not 
Argument, nor is Partiality Juſtice; to our honourable Employers we ſhall leave it to decide, 
whether our Conduct be cenſurable or Praiſe-· worthy.

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The Preſident ſays, that © theſe Difficulties, and ſeeing no Proſpett of a Change of Sentiment in 
« thoſe Gentlemen, and truſting that the candid and unbiaſſed Judgment of Mr. Davidſon will ſee 
« Matters in a different Point of View, when he comes to be acquainted with them, che Com- 
« mander in Chief ſeems unqueſtionably to have Expediency ſufficient. on his Side to warrant the 
« Recommendation of a temporary Infringement of the Company's Orders. No Mun the Pre- 
« ſident is free to declare, has a greater Repugnance at acting contrary to the Commands of his 
Superior than he has; but there are Times when a Government muſt, however Irregular, de-

We thiok-it incumbent upon us to declare, that the Meaſure now adopted is illegal and injurious ; 
and, as far as we know, that it is without Precedent. We are allo of Opinion, that it tends. to in- 
troduce Anarchy into the Conſtitution, and into the Conduct of the Affairs of the Company at this 
Preſidency. Nor do we heſitate to declare, that no Queſtion of greater Extent in all its Conſe- 
quences, or more liable to fatal Objections, has fallen to our Lot ſince we have had the Honour of 
being Members of this Government. 


It appears to us incontrovertible, that Mr. Davidſon can have no legal Voice in the Committee; 
and that every Act done by the Preſident and Select Committee, to which he is a Party, and. ſtill 
more if only ſanctioned by his Opinion, and the double Voice of the Preſident, may be deemed- 
illegal, or at leaſt ſtrongly queſtionable; and it is but too obvious, that this may involve the Affairs 
of the Company, and even Individuals, in Circumſtances of Confuſion and Difficulty, which at no 
Time ought to be hazarded, and far leſs under the preſent Circumſtances of our Affairs. Indeed, 
the Conduct of the Majority of the Committee on this Occaſion appears to us ſo contrary to Reaſon, 
as well as to the Company's Authority, that we can hardly regard it in any other Light than a pre- 
meditated Purpoſe of forming a Divilten in the Government, the natural Conſequences of which we 
leave to the Conſideration of thoſe Gentlemen, and to the Reflection of their intended Coadjutor. 
Our Inteteſt in the Queſtion is not greater than theirs; we think that too much is hazarded, and 
wiſh that there may be no Mixture of Paſſion or Precipitation. It is our earneſt Deſire to act with 
Prudence and Moderation, and to preſerve Peace in our Councils, by a faithful Adherence to the 
legal Inſtitution under which we are conſtituted, as the only Mode in which we can proceed with 
Safety to ourſelves, and to the Intereſts of the Eaſt India Company, having no other Views or Pur- 
poſes to ſerve, than the due Diſcharge of that Truſt which 1s repoſed in us as Members of their 
Government; and we doubt not but this will appear in the ſtrongeſt Light, from the Conduct which 
we have ſhewn in the firſt Agitation of this Queſtion, We then thought it our indiſpenſable Duty 
to weigh the ſerious Conſequences of a Competition, which, if continued with equal Obſtinacy by 
both Sides, might end in a Confuſion more eaſily to be apprehended than remedied ; and therefore 
determined to proceed with all poſſible Circumſpection, without betraying our Truſt by 
a criminal Acquieſcence. We then declared in Subſtance, and now repeat it, that the Com- 
mittee cannot, by their own Authority, bring any other Member to fit or vote in that 
Department, than ſuch as are appointed by the Company; it being incongruous in itſelf, that a 
Power fo derived ſhould counteract the Authority on which it is founded, as the preſent Meaſure 
certainly does. On ſome future Occaſion it may be found neceſſary (as Neceſſity will always prove a 
convenient Plea to give a Colour to every Meaſure which Men may ſee fit to adopt) to make a till - 
further Addition of Members to the Select Committee, and even to the Number of Perſons limited as 
Members of the Council. This would only be going a Step further in the ſame Track which is now 
deviled ; and we believe that the Act, in theſe Cales, would be as legal as in this, when there is no 
Rule but the Pleaſure of the Framers, who ſubſtitute their own Authority in the room of that which 
appertains only to their Superiors, the Conſequences of which, where there is no. Check but the Diſ- 
lent of a Minority, and no definite Appeal, but to a Power fo diſtant in Point of Time, that all the 
Miſchiefs which could ariſe may have their full Effect before any Relief can be applied: And it is 
worthy of Notice, that the Caſe of an illegal Inſtitution, or ſelf- created Power, as this appears to be, 
is much ſtronger, and of more dangerous 'Tendency, than that of a legal Authority, diſpenſing (in 
extraordinary Caſes) with the Rules and Orders of that Power by which it 1s conſtituted, If the In- 
ſtitution of the Committee be ſuch as we underſtand, it cannot be altered or qualified by any Argu- 
ments or Terms which have been made Uſe of, to give a Colour to the preſent Meaſure. That Au- 
thority alone which is competent to appoint. it, has expreſsly limited it to Four Members, of which 
the military Commander in Chief is One; and the Orders by which it is eſtabliſhed, after naming the 
Firlt Members, and the Rank of all future Members, has this Clauſe : If our military Commander 
in Chief ſhould at any Time be abſent from the Preſidency, then our Order is, that the Preſident, 
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« and the Second and Fourth Members of our Council, ſhall be a Select Committee for the Purpoſe: 
« aforeſaid, during the Abſence of the Commander in Chief from the Preſidency.” © 


From thence then it is clear, that this Event was both foreſeen and provided againſt; nor need ue 
bring it to Remembrance, that it has already happened under the preſent Inſtitution, during the Siege 
of Pondicherry ; but on that Occaſion no Subſtitute to the empty Chair was ever thought of, al. 
though Mr. Smith was prevented by Sickneſs from attending for a conſiderable Time) nor do we 


believe that any Body entertained an Opinion that it could take Place; it is a Truſt that cannot be 


delegated or executed by Proxy. The Order expreſsly ſays, that in the Abſence of the Commander 
in Chief, the Preſident, the Second and Fourth in Council, . ſhall be the Committee; but now the 
Commander in Chief, whilſt he is ſtill in Committee (and of Courſe before that Part of the Order 
which relates to his Abſence can have any Operation) together with the Preſident. (by his double 
Vote) determine that the Order of the Company in this Reſpect ſhall be fer aſide, and in Effect abro- 
ated by a new, Appointment of their own, which in Reality is making the Committee to conſiſt of 
Five Members at one and the ſame Time; for it is no where ſaid or pretended, that the Seat of the 
General is vacated. by his Abſence. e (0h e 
In delivering theſe Opinions we have conſidered the great Importance of the Subject to the 
Affairs of the Company, and indeed to the Exiſtence of their Conſtitution, which is thus wounded : 
We are conſciqus of our Inability to ſpeak of it with that Energy and Preciſion which it deſerves; but 
we cannot, as honeſt Men entruſted by our honourable Employers, ſatisfy ourſelves: with a. bare Diſ- 
ſent to ſo extraordinary a Reſolution, or avoid removing any exprels or implied Reflection, which this 
Meaſure may be ſuppoſed to carry with. it, in reſpect to ourſelves, as implying a Diſapprobation of our 
aſt, or Diſtruſt > our future Conduct; which, if thoſe Gentlemen who attempt this Inſult to our 
E and to their Colleagues, can ſupport, we now. call upon them to do, or elſe that it muſt 
ſtand confeſſed that they have no ſuch Foundation ; but upon this Occaſion have adopted a Meaſure no 
leſs. irritating than violent, and ſo. we doubt not but the Honourable Court of Directors will regard 
it ; and further, that they will hold thoſe who are Parties in it as we do, fully reſponſible for the Ille- 
gality of this Act, and for all the Conſequences which may ariſe from it. | 


As to the Conduct of Mr. Davidſon in particular, in thus accepting a Duty of ſuch a Nature, and 
of ſuch high Importance, though clearly excluded by the expreis Orders of the Company, we doubt 
not but it will hereafter be a very ſerious Queſtion to him, whether any Act which paſſes under the 
Sanction of his borrowed Voice, can be free from Exception, or even legal, and whether the whole 
Tranſaction will not be regarded by that Power which alone can take Cognizance of it, as a groſs 
Inſult upon their Authority, without overlooking the avowed Purpole of this Gentleman's Admiſſion 
to his temporary Seat, which requires little other Comment from us than our unreſerved Declaration, 
that we never could have prevailed on ourſelves to act ſuch a Part, without being deemed unworthy 
of a Seat, either in Committee or in Council. It is true that he is a Member of the Council, but a 
Seat in that Department is not alone ſufficient to entitle him to fit and vote in the other, until a Va- 
cancy happens; it is obvious that the preſent Meaſure may, on ſome future Occaſion, be carried til! 


further, and One or more Members may be brought into the Committee, even without being Mem- 


bers of the Council, as it is not that Chara#er ſolely which gives them a Qualification, but the Nom:- 
nation of their ers, who may at their Pleaſure appoint ſuch other Perſon as they judge fit, to 
that other Station; and of this the Caſes of the Reverend Mr. Palk (at that Time One of the Com- 
pany's Chaplains) and of Mr. Henry Vanſittart (though then only a Senior Merchant) are in Point, 
as they were each appointed Members of the Select Committee; indeed, it is well known that the 
confeſſed Abilities of theſe Gentlemen recommended them to the Court of Directors. 


How far ſuch diſtinguiſhed Talents of Knowledge: and Induſtry will render Mr. Davidſon conſpi- 
cuouſly uſeful to the Company, in the Execution of that important Duty in which it is thought 
neceſſary that he ſhall take a Part, may have been diſcovered by our Colleagues, we muſt leave to 
their Deciſion ; we are free to declare, that they have not as yet been ſo very apparent to us. 


But totally averſe as we are to every Thing that has the Appearance of premeditated Variance in 
our Councils, and fincerely deſirous to avoid all Grounds of Complaint, whilſt we can proceed in 
the Execution of our Duty without a Breach of the Company's eſtabliſhed Inſtitutions, . we would 
now propole and earneſtly recommend, that the Proceedings of the Committee in reſpect to this 
Meaſure, may be reviſed, and that they be corrected and reverſed. The Governor and General have 
in Effect vacated the General's Seat in the Committee during his Abſence, though our Honourable 
Employers have determined that it ſhall not be vacated, and their's is the Authoriry by which we all 
hold our Seats, Of what Ayail then is the Reſolution of forcing a new- created Member into a Seat 
which is not yer vacant, and which no Authority here can, at their own Pleaſure, make fo ? If there 
is no ſuch Power, ſhould the Exerciſe of it be aſſumed in any Department? And leaſt of all in that 
where our Employers have entruſted all their Political, Military, and Naval Affairs. Nor ſhould it be 
diſregarded, that it is done at a Time when a powerful Invader is in the Heart of the Carnatic, and when 
the Poſſibility of the Arrival of a Force on the Part of our European Enemies, ought not in Prudence 
to be forgotten, We do then moſt ſtrenuouſiy recommend, that it be well conſidered to what Conſe- 
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yences ſach a Reſolution may; lead, in many unforeſeen Caſualties and, Events, as well as in, others, 
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Committee under ſuch a Dilqualification may be queſtioned or inpeached: Indeed, we truſt, that the 
Conlideration of this important Subject has not been hitherto conſidered with that Temper and Aiten-

Sinee that Time, Hyder Ally has employed a conſiderable Body of Horſe in ravaging the Car- 
natic; and he himſelf, with the reſt of his Army, has advanced as far as Arnee, and taken Three or 
Four ſmall Forts which were garriſoned by the Nabob's People. Our Troops being divided through 


a great Extent of Country; it has neceſlarity taken up ſome Time to aſſemble the Army; but this 
Point is now nearly effected, and in a few Days we hope to have a reſpectable Force in the Field, to 


act as Occaſion may require. We flatter ourſelves ou will excuſe our being earneſt with you upon 
the Article of Money, but as it will be impoſſible for us to carry on this War without Supplies from 
Bengal, we are anxious to be informed when, and to what Extent you may be able to aſſiſt us. 


We ſent to you by the Duke of Portland, the Four Deſerters, reſpecting whom you wrote us in your 
Letter of the iſt June; and we have given ſtriẽt Charge to the Commander, to keep them in cloſe 
Confinement until he receive your Orders to deliver them. We encloſe herewith a Paper, explaining 
the Manner in which they deſerted, and the Reaſon of their being entertained on this Eſtabliſhment.

The Preſident lays before the Committee, a Draught of a Letter which he propoſes to be ſent to 
Bengal, on the Subject of the Requiſition made by the Governor General and Council to them, for 
delivering up the Guntoor Circar to Bazalet Jung.

We have the Honour to acknowledge the Receipt of your Letter of the 12th June, 


The important Requiſition contained in that Letter, added to the Troubles which ſo ſoon followed 
the Receipt of it, will, we flatter ourſelves; be conſidered by you as a ſufficient Apology for not 
— an earlier Anſwer. The Subject has, indeed, engaged much of our Attention, and we have 
turned it over and over again in our Minds, with the View of meeting, as far as we poſſibly could, 
the Objects which you propoſed for our Compliance with your Deſire. |

It were needleſs to recapitulate what bas paſſed relative to the Guntoor Circat ſince the Year 1775, 
when the French Fleet ſtationed there, firſt became a Source of Jealouſy to us; ſuffice to obſerve, that 
the Meaſures which were taken to obtain the Diſmiſſion of theſe Troops, were ſuch as muſt have con- 
vinced the Nizam of the ſtrict Regard we paid to our Treaties : Yet the repeated Applications we pre- 
ferred to him on this Subject availed nothing; the French were permitted to continue in the Gun ·

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toor Circar, and when the War with that Nation broke out, he found it neceſſary to appoint a con - 
ſiderable Force to counteract their Deſigns. At this Time we alſo made a pointed Requiſition to the

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From this Review of Things we confeſs it does not appear to us, that the Nizam has any juſt Cauſe 
for Complaint. When our Rupture with the French took place, it certainly became a Violation of 
Treaty in the Nizam, to permit our Enemies to remain in Bazalet Jung's Diſtricts, after we had 
formally demanded their Diſmiſſion; nor could he, by the moſt rigid Conſtructions of the Treaty of 
1768, accuſe us of any Breach of our Engagements in the Mode we purſued in conſequence of his 
neglecting to do us Juſtice; but what, more than all we have ſaid, convinces us that we are right, is, 
that our Proceedings, and the Treaty in conſequence, had the Sanction of your Conſent and Ap-

When we obtained the Sunnuds for the Five Northern Circars, including that of Guntoor, the 
Nabob requeſted of the Company that he might have the Guntoor Circar at Rent whenever it came 
into their Hands, which they aflented to; and accordingly, after the Delivery of that Diſtri& to us, 
upon the. Concluſion of the Treaty with Bazalet Jung, we farmed it to the Nabob for a certain 
Term, ſubject to the Plealure of the Company; and the Nabob no holds it upon this Footing. We 
have written a Letter to his Highneſs, repreſenting what you have urged as to the Expediency of giving 
up the Guntoor Circar in Compliance with the Nizam's Deſire, and expreſſing our Hope that he 
will relinquiſh his Claim upon it as Renter. So ſoon as we receive. his Anſwer, we ſhall acquaint 
you with it, and do every Thing. in our Power to expedite this Buſineſs agreeable to your 
Wiſhes.

Before we conclude, however, we muſt expreſs the Apprehenſion we feel, left Hyder Ally Cawn 
ſhould, upon its Reſtoration, have Influence enough to acquire the Poſſeſſion of this Diſtrict to him- 
ſelf; we know that he has already, both by Temptation and Threats, endeavoured to obtain it; 
and ſhould he at any Time hereafter ſucceed in his Deſign, we ſhould find him a moſt troubleſome 
Neighbour, as by the Situation of the Country, he would have it in his Power to ſtop our Commu- 
nication by Land with the Northern Circars, and in caſe of Bazalet Jung's Demiſe, it might coſt us 
a War to take Poſſeſſion of our reverſionary Rights to the Diſtrict.

Honourable Sir, and Sirs, | | 

You will probably have heard of the unfortunute Defeat of Colonel Baillie's Detachment, I know 
not che Particulars ; cill then muſt be ſilent on the Subject. The Troops now at this Fort have been 
marched; Two Days paſt, from Day-light till Dark the firſt Day, and the ſecond till Day-light this 
Morning. No Rice here; therefore they muſt beat Paddy into Rice, Pleaſe on Receipt of this, to 
ſend Rice to meet us at the Mount, and ſome in Boats to Sadras, as I cannot determine the Route I 
ſhall take, till ſome Hircarrahs come from the Enemy's Camp, or near it, who are gone to bring Intel- 
ligence of their Motions. I will march on their Arrival, or as ſoon after as I can get Two Days 
Rice beat out of Paddy. Enſign Chalmers is here, and Colonel Coſby arrived here this Morning with 
his Detachment. I have tne Honour to be,

Mr. Smith thinks it incumbent on him, in the preſent alarming Situation of Affairs, to ſubmit the 
following Reflections to the Conſideration of the Committee. 


A particular Statement of our dangerous Situation ſnould be immediately tranſmitted to Bengal, 
acquainting the Governor General and Council, in plain and unequivocal Terms, that we conceive 
the Company's Poſſeſſions on this Coalt in imminent Danger, unleſs they reſolve to ſend to our Aſ- 
fiſtance, a large Body of Europeans and Sepoys, with all Sorts of Military Stores, and at leaſt 30 Lacks 
of Rupees, for the Support of the War; that theſe Succours ſhould be ſent to us without a Mo- 
ment's Delay, that they may, if poſſible be here before the ſetting in ot the Monſoon, or as early as 
they can be riſked on the Coaſt. When we reflect on the large Armament expected from France, even 
theſe Succours, we fear, will be ineffectual, unleſs Matters are accommodated with the Marattas. 


Shipping ſhould be immediately procured, to bring from the Northern Circars all the Troops, ex- 
cept ſuch as are eſſentially neceſſary for the Defence of Maſulipatam, and for the Protection of Vizi- 
. and Ganjam; all other Places muſt be left to Fate at preſent, and the Preſidency ſecured. 

y theſe vigorous Exertions we may ſtill be enabled to take the Field after the Rains, and to make 
Head againſt Hyder. Sir Edward Hughes, in my Opinion, ſhould be inſtantly requeſted to permit 
Two of his Ships to proceed to the Northward, to bring up the Grenadiers, and as many more Se- 
poys as they can take on Board : By the Time theſe Ships can get to the Northward, the Northerly 

inds will be ſetting in, and therefore it is probable that we may have a ſhort Paſſage back again ; 
they may alſo bring up what Money there is at Maſulipatam, Vizigapatam, and Ganjam. Should Sir 
Edward Hughes deem it improper to divide his Squadron, it ſhould be conſidered, whether ſome of 
the Company's Ships now in the Road, ſhould not be ordered on this Service; and whether private 
Ships cannot be freighted. Captain Coſby ſhould be ordered to take the moſt effectual Method of 
making his Way good to the Preſidency, or to join the General ; but if no particular Mode or Route 
can be pointed out to him, 'it mult be left to his own Diſcretion, only recommending the utmoſt Ex- 
N e It may be intimated to him, that, if he finds it impracticable to make his Way good by 
and, he ſhould puſh down to Cuddalore, and endeavour to procure Veſſels and Boats, to bring his 
Detachment to Madras; ſuch as cannot abſolutely be brought hither muſt remain there. 


Tanjore being of the utmoſt Importance to the Welfare of the Company, ſhould, if poſſible, be 
ſtrengthened ; and for this Purpoſe, Sepoys ought to be raiſed in the Madura and Trinnivelly Coun- 
tries: It may not be prudent at this J uncture to truſt too much to the Tanjoreans, but to raiſe them 
in other Places. The Polygars might be induced to permit our recruiting in their Diſtricts. 


The Gentlemen at Maſulipatam ſhould be cautioned to be on their Guard, in caſe the Nizam takes 
up Arms againſt us, and on their hearing any probable Report thereof, to direct the different Preſi- 
dents'to ſecure the Company's Inveſtments, and in Boats or otherwiſe. It may allo be neceſſary to give 
Orders for raiſing Sepoys, in lieu of thoſe they may ſend hither. 


It may be prudent to order all the Boats from Pondicherry to Madras, and to uſe Means for pre- 
venting the French from procuring Boats at Porto Novo it may alſo be neceſſary to take Meaſures 


for ſearching all Veſſels going out of Nagapatam and Nagore, leaſt Monſieur Lally, or ſome other

Wrote the following Letter: 


To the Honourable Warren Haſtings, Eſq. Governor General, and Council at Fort William. 


Gentlemen, | 


We have thought it neceſſary to requeſt of Sir Edward Hughes to ſpare us the Nymph Sloop, to 
convey to you with all poſſible Expedition, the State of Affairs upon chis Coaſt. rn 


You were adviſed in our Letters of the 25th July and 15th ultimo, that Hyder Ally had entered 
the Carnatic with a very conſiderable Force, and that we were preparing, as far as our Means would 
permit, to repel this unprovoked Hoſtility. | | 


The greateſt Part of the Army entered to act on this Occaſion, was accordingly aſſembled at Con- 


jevcram, and waited only for a Detachment of Troops coming from the Circars, under the Command 
of Lieutenant Colonel Baillie. 


This Detachment arrived on the 6th Inſtant at Peerambaucum, a Place about 15 Miles diſtant 
from Conjeveram. Hyder Ally having Intelligence of its March, ſent a large Body of Troops to 
attack it; but Lieutenant Colonel Baillie, though much inferior in Point of Force, had the good 
Fortune, after an Engagement of Three Hours, to defeat them. This Action, however, was fo 
ſevere upon his Troops, and the Number of the Enemy, which ſeems at this Time to have been 
reinforced, ſo very ſuperior, that Lieutenant Colonel Baillie deemed it impracticable, without power- 
ful Support, to effect a Junction with the Main Army at Conjeveram; and having commugicated this 
Opinion to the General, a conſiderable Detachment was ſent to his Aſſiſtance. he Genetal himſelf 
remained with the reſt of the Army near Conjeveram to watch the Motions of the Enemy's Main 
Body, which was encamped at the Diſtance of Two Miles from him. 


Lieutenant Colonel Baillie being thus reinforced, continued his March on the gth Inſtant, at Night, 
towards the Army, extremely harraſſed the whole Tme by a large Body of Cavalry, with Infantry and 
Guns. On the 1oth Inſtant, in the Morning, by ſome Accident, Four of his Ammunition Tumbrils 
blew up nearly at the ſame Time, and the Enemy (as we ſuppole, for we have no authentic Account) 
taking Advantage of the Diſorder which muſt have been inevitably occaſioned by this Misfortune, 
broke in upon the Troops, and entirely defeated them, having killed or wounded every Man of the 
Detachment. Nothing could have been more ſevere or unexpected than this Stroke, Lieutenant 
Colonels Baillic's Detachment, before it was reinforced, conſiſted of about 130 Europeans, Infantry 
and Artillery, and upwards of 2,009 Sepoys; and the Troops ſent to his Aſſiſtance were compoſed of 
the Grenadier Companies of the Army, ſo that we imagine our Loſs upon this Occaſion cannot be leſs 
than 500 Europeans, and from Three to Four thouſand Sepoys, beſides Officers. General Munro 
has been under the Neceſſity, in conſequence, of retreating with the Army to Chinglepur. 


The bare Recital of this Misfortune will, we think, be ſufficient to give you a true Idea of our 
Situation. Ir was with the utmoſt Difficulty that we could draught from our Garriſons a ſufficient 
Number of Troops to reſiſt the Enemy in the Field; and we cannot now, without expoſing our 
Poſſeſſions to the greateſt Hazard, recruit our Army in any Degree equal to the Loſs it has ſuffered ; 
we muſt therefore have immediate Recourſe to your Hononrable Board for Aſſiſtance, and we truſt 
that the Exigency of the Caſe will induce you to grant it ſpeedily. - Four or Five hundred Europeans, 
with Three Battalions of Sepoys, and One Company of Artillery, may, we hope, be ſpared from the 
Force of your Eſtabliſhment; and we requeſt this Number, or ſuch Part as you can ſpare, may be 
tent us, if poſſible, in December. | | | | ths $0 FER Then 
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But beſides Troops, our Occaſions for Money are very preſſing ; we have no Means whatever to 
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anſwer the extraordinary Expences of this War, and it will be totally impoſſible for us to carry it 
on; unleſs we can be ſure of abe; Supplies of Money from you. We earneſtly requeſt your im- 


mediate Attention to this Object, and that you will do us the Favour to inform us to what Extent we 
can be aſſiſted. le would be a great Relief to us, if a Sum of Money could be ſent immediately after 
the Receipt of theſe Diſpat che. ea 


In a former Letter we took the Liberty of ſuggeſting to you the Advantages that might reſult from 
an Attack upon Hyder's Poſſeſſions on the Malabar Coaſt, A Diverſion on that Side would be the 
moſt probable Means of forcing him out of the Carnatic; and we ſincerely hope you may have come 
to ſome Reſolution upon it, in which we ſhould be happy to contribute all that, lays in our Power. 
As the Squadron is going round to that Coaſt, the Opportunity will be extremely favourable, and the 
Succeſs of ſuch an Enterprize cannot be doubted; But excluſive of this Advantage, which would 
ariſe from a Diviſion of Hyder's Force, if you could acquire Poſſeſſion of the Forts of Mangulore 
and Callicut; the French would probably be diſappointed in their Views of aiding Hyder, or the 
Marattas, by landing their Troops at thoſe Places, and this is indeed an Object of the Firſt Im- 
portancez for we have already experienced how much Hyder Ally has benefited by his Connections 
with the French, of whom there are Four or Five hundred now ſerving in his Army; and a conſider- 
able Part of theſe, as we are informed, were with the Troops that defeated Lieutenant Colonel Baillic's 
Detachment. 


Mr. Stephen Sullivan, the Secretary to the Civil Department, having our Permiſſion to proceed to 
Bengal, we take the Opportunity of ſending this Diſpatch by him; and we beg Leave to refer to him 
for any Particulars you wiſh to be acquainted with, and which we may inadvertently have omitted in 


As the Admiral ſends the Nymph. only as far as Baſalore Road, we requeſt the Favour of you to 
communicate your Sentiments and Reſolutions to us upon the Subject of this Letter, by .an Expreſs 
Pilot Veſſel; or by ſuch other Means as you ſhall deem molt proper.

On that Day, it was greatly feared ſome untoward Accident had prevented the Junction of a large 
Detachment of Europeans and Sepoys, under the Command of Lieutenant Colonel Baillie, wich the 
Army under the Command of Sir Hector Munro; ſorry am I to tell you, that laſt Night's Advices 
from the Army have given Certainty to the Deſtruction, not only of the Whole of Lieutenant- 
Colonel Baillie's Detachment, but alſo of a Reinforcement ſent to ſupport it, conſiſting of all the 
European Grenadiers 4nd Light Infantry, and all the Sepoy Grenadiers of the Army, making toge- 
ther more than Four hundred Europeans, and Three thouſand Sepoys, with about Fifty Officers;

It ſeems he knew of all our Reſources, and of every Grain of Rice, &c, we had in Camp, and therc- 
by acted a more daring Part than he otherwiſe would have attempted. 


I was directed by Sir Hector Munro, to collect and form into a Body, all the Sepoys, whether 
wounded or unhurt, of Colonel Bajllie's Detachment, who might come to this Place. In com-

Lieutenant-Colonel Fletcher's, 301; making in all, of Sepoys 3,312, and of Europeans 508. | 


It is to be hoped, that One Half of theſe will not be ultimately loſt to the Service, as, by all Re- 
rts as yet received, there are between Two and Three hundred Europeans, excluſive of Officers, 
Pritones with Hyder, and about r,000 Sepoys; beſides that there are near that Number of Sepoys 
come into different Forts in the Carnatic, and more are daily coming in. |

Tou will ſee the heavy Loſs the Regiment has ſuſtained ſince the laſt Returns. Although the 
Change of Climate muſt have occaſioned the Death of ſome Men, yer I attribute, the greateſt Morta- 
lity from the Regiment, which conſiſted of above a Thouſand Europeans when landed here, to their 
being crouded into Barracks, which were never meant to contain above 400 or 53500 Men at moſt, 
Another very great Cauſe of the Sickneſs, in my Opinion, was the Want of an Hoſpital. 


ö Though the Battalion's Deſtination was known to the Government here above a Year before we 
landed, and Poonamalee was allotted, from the Beginning, for our Quartets, yet the Battalion was 
actually there on the Spot above Six Weeks before the Foundations of an Hoſpital were laid, which 
then was ordered on my repeated Complaints and Remonſtrances. | 


The Five Officers, Seven Serjeants, Four Drummers, and 117 Rank and File, whom you will find 
taken up as miſſing in the Return ſince the gth of September, are the Two Flank Companies of my 
Regiment, They were ſent, together with Two European Companies of Grenadiers of the Eaſt 
India Company's Troops, Ten Companies of Sepoy Grenadiers, and a Company of Markſmen, on 
the Evening of the 8th of September, from our Camp at Conjeveram, to join Lieutenant-Colonel 
Baillie, who was advancing from the Northern Circars with Three Battalions, and Six Companies of 
Sepoys, above Two hundred Europeans, and Ten Field Picces, to join us. Lieutenant-Colonel 
Fletcher commanded the Detachment from the Camp at Conjeveram, and made good his Junction 
the gth of September, in the Morning, with Licutenant-Colonel Baillie. 


The 1oth of September, in the Morning, Colonel Baillie's Corps was attacked by Hyder Ally 
with his whole Army, and cut to Pieces. We have certain Intelligence, that the Misfortune was in 
a great Meaſure owing to ſome of our Tumbrils blowing up, which deſtroyed the little Ammunition 
that was left, and occaſioned a great Confuſion ; of which the Enemy's Cavalry took Advantage, and 
broke into the Line. | 


1 have pretty certain, though not official Intelligence, that Lieutenants Alexander, Geddes, Mac- 
kenzie, and Gun, were killed in the Action of the 1oth September; and that Captain Baird, and

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About the 20th of July, Advices arrived here from different Quarters, that Hyder Ally had in- 
vaded the Carnatic with a powerful Army; but no Attention was paid by the People in Power to 
this Intelligence, which they treated with Contempt.

The Events of the 8th, th, and toth September, have been already mentioned in Part; I have 
only to add, that on the gth the General gave Orders for all the Tents to be ſtruck. at 8 O'Clock 
that Evening, and to be ſent, together with the Baggage, to Conjeveram Pagoda; which was ac- 
cordingly done ; the General declaring, at the ſame Time, to be his Reſolution to march at 10

Between One and Two o Clock in the Morning of the ioth, a Catinonade was heard from Colonel 
Baillie's Quarters, which laſted near an Hour, and then all was quiet on that Side; but a great Noiſe 
was heard all Night from Hyder Ally's Camp.

I would not have troubled you at this Time with a Letter, were it not that Hyder Ally Cawn 
entered the Carnatic laſt July in a hoſtile Manner, wjth a large Army of Horſe and Foot. In the 
Month of Auguſt he beſieged Arcot, the Capital of the Carnatic. It was judged proper to afſemble 
an Army as ſdon as poſſible to raiſe the Siege. I marched with His Majeſty's 7 3d Regiment, and 
about 4,000 of the Company's Troops, from Madras, the 26th of Auguſt, to the Relief of Arcor, and 
was to have been joined by Lieutenant Colonel Baillie on the. March, who was coming from the 

Northward with a large Detachment of the Troops, I ſettled it ſo with the Colonel, that were it 
not for the greateſt Fall of Rain ever known at the Seafon of the Year, he would have joined me 
the Second Day after my Arrival at Conjeveram, a large Village about 40 Miles from Madras. 
Unfortunately a little dirty Nullah, or ſmall Rivulet, about Two Days March from Conjeveram, 
kept Colonel Baillie Seven Days from croſling. | 


Hyder Ally raiſed the Siege of Arcot, on my Atrival with a Part of the Army at Conjeveram ; 
crolled his main Body over the Pollar River; and having ſo much Time given him, owing to Eight 
Days conſtant Rain, he marched a Detachment to endeavour to prevent the Junction of our Troops. 
Colonel Baillie was attacked, and beat off Hyder's Troops. 


I received a Letter from the Colonel after the Action, acquainting me with it; and that after a 
general Review of Things after the Engagement, he could not march until I ſhould join him; for 
had he crolſed ſome Days before, I intended marching towards him. But the Proviſions we carricd 
from Madras being then expended, and none to be had (there being no Magazines in the Country) 
but ſome Paddy out of which the Rice is beat, and which Paddy we found at Conjeveram. Had 
= 1 abandoned that Place, and that the Enemy had poſſeſſed himſelf of the Village (and which he 

moſt undoubtedly would have done, his Main Body being at that Time within Two Miles of us) we

This, Sir, being our Situation, I ſent, with the Approbation of ſeveral of the principal Officers 
with me, a Detachment to reinforce. Colonel Baillie with Nine Camels loaded with Ammunition 
for his Field Pieces and Muſquetry.

I had reſolved to ſend 4 Field Pieces with the Detachmenr, 
but Lieutenant Colonel Fletcher who commanded It, requeſted I would not ſend any Artillery, as 
he would: be more expeditious without any Guns. | He marched off about 9 at Night, and joined 
Colonel Baillie next Morning, and the Whole: marched: next Evening to join me, and were at- 
tacked on their March by the Enemy. Upon my hearing ſome Guns fired, I ordered all our

_ Touching at Pondicherry in my Way to Windward, I found that the Garrifon of that Place 

had received Orders to evacuate. it, and march to join the Body of the Army then collecting to 
oppoſe Hyder Ally. In this Garriſon was a Quantity of Gunpowder, Guns, Shot, and other Mi- 
litary Stores, the Company's Property, which it was neceſſary to remove to prevent their falling in- 
to the Enemy's Hands; Part of which I ſent to Madras, in His Majeſty's Ship Sartine, taking the 
Remainder on Board the ſeveral Ships of the Squad ton. vent: tt) 


Having been apprized that there was a Number, of large Braſs Mortars and Guns, with Shells, 
Shot, Muſkets, Carbines, Furniture for 2,000 Cavalry, and other Military Stores, the Property 
of the Nabob of the Carnatic, depoſited at the Daniſn Settlement of Tranquebar, and the Nabob 
having given his Conſent to their Removal thence to this Place, to prevent their falling into the 
Enemy's Hands, I ordered the heavy Braſs Mortars, Braſs Guns, Muſkets, and Carbines, to be te- 
ceived on Board the ſeveral Ships of the Squadron, and employed the Sartine in tranſporting the 
Shells, Shot, Horſe Furniture, and other Military Stores to this Place: And having remained off 
Negapatnam with the Squadron to the 10th. of September, without any Enemy appearing on the 
Coaſt, I returned to this Road on the 12th, in order to compleat the Ships with — and Pro- 
viſions for their Paſſage to the Malabar Coaſt and Bombay; and the Whole of the Company's 
and the Nabob's Military Stores were immediately landed from the Squadron, 44. 40 


On the 17th Auguſt His Majeſty's Sloop Nymph joined me off Negapatnam from a Six 
Weeks Cruize off the Fryar's Hood on Ceylon; and on the 14th of September, at the Requeſt of 
this Preſidency, I diſpatched her to Ballafore Road, with a Gentleman charged with mine and this 
Preſidency's public Diſpatches to the Governor General and Council of Bengal; giving an Account 
of the Defeat and total Loſs of a large Detachment of our Army on this Coaſt by Hyder Ally 
and foliciting immediate Succours of Troops and Money for the Support of the Company's Pol 
_ ſeſſions on this Coaſt, On the 7th I ordered the Sartine to proceed to Vizagapatnam, to bring up 

a Body of Troops to reinforce our Army. On the gth of this Month, the Nymph. joined me here, 
having executed her Orders; and on the 13th the Sartine alſo joined me in this Road, but wit!

Sir Edward Hughes having adviſed us of his Intentions to diſpatch the Nymph Sloop to the Cape, 
we embrace the Opportunity of ſending by that Veſſel an Account of the preſent Situation of Affairs 
upon this Coaſt; and that it may be conveyed to you with all poſſible Expedition, we have appointed 
Mr. Thomas Lewin, one of your Servants, to take Charge of our Packets, and directed him to

Tour Honours were informed in our Addteſs of the 3d April laſt, that the War with the Marattas 
was carricd on, and that Hyder Ally Cawn had for ſome Time held a very doubtful Conduct to- 
wards us, In the Months of May and June we had various Intelligence of this Chief's Preparations 
and Movements, which were given out to be againſt the Carnatic z but there was ſtill Reaſon to ſup- 
poſe, and in this Opinion the Governor General and Council of Bengal were very confident, that 
Hyder had really no Intention of breaking with us. Appearances were, however, ſtrongly on the 
oſtenſi ve Incurſion, and the Event has verified them. 


On the 24th July we received Information that Part of Hyder Ally's Cavalry had actually en- 
tered the Carnatic in different Places; and a few Days after, we learnt that One Body had penetrated 
as far as Porto Novo (a Sea-port near Cuddalore) and plundered it. The principal Part of your Ar- 
my which was cantoned at Madras, Poonamalee, St. Thomas's Mount, and Pondicherry, was di- 
rected to aſſemble at St. Thomas's Mount; and Orders were ſent to Lieutenant Colonel Baillie, wha 
commanded a ſtrong Detachment of Troops in the Guntoor Circar, to march towards the Preſidency, 
ta join the reſt of the Army. In the mean Time Hyder Ally, with the main Body of his Troops, 
entered the Carnatic at the Paſs of Changama ; and having in about a Fortnight made himſelf 
Maſter of the Forts of Pollour, Chittaput, and Arnee, belonging to the Nabob, and gatriſoned by 
his Peaple only, be ſat down the 22d Auguſt before Arcot. This Place being of great Importance, 
it was determined that the Army ſhould march as ſoon as poflible to its Relief, Accordingly, on the 
26th Auguſt, Sir Hector Munro took the Field with the Troops then aſſembled at Sr. Thomas's 
Mount, conſiſting, of 1,184 European Infantry, 294 Artillery, 3,434 Sepoys, with 32 Field Pieces, 
and moved towards Conjeveram. Lieutenant Colonel Baillie, with the Detachment from the G un- 
toor Circar, conſiſting of 104 European Infantry, 77 European Artillery, and 10 Field Pieces, was 
arrived at this Time on the North Bank of the Cortelair, a River about Thirty Miles North weſt of 
Madras; and the General concerted Meaſures fo, that the Detachment might reach Conjeveram the 
Day after he himſelf and the reſt of the Army ſhould arrive there. 


From the 26th,. the Pay of the General's Departure from the Mount, until the 2gth, the Day

Juſt as the Grenadier Seapoys' were on the Parade, 8 00 to emba : oo board, x Sartine, at about 
Twenty Minutes before Three o'Clock, in the Afternoon, they tefuſed to march, and. immediately 
began to fire on-rheir Officers, and all the Europeans they could ſee ; which, diſperſed the Relt of the 
Garriſon, Lieutenant Criſp, Mr. Pennor a Cadet, and Mr. Rutherford, were killed on the Spot, 
and Mr, Maxtone was wounded in the Head, and got off; their European Officers were of Couric 
diſperſed, but they were led on by their Indian Officers. Lieutenant Brown, and Enſign Towart got 
on board the Sartine, after running great Riſks, having been repeatedly. fired at; and Lieutenant 
Brown addteſſed us a Lettet, which miſcarried, a Copy of which we now ſend; the other Officers hid 
themſelves. in different Parts of the Town. Captain Lane, who happened to be at Vizagapatam ® 
Leave, is wounded, but was aſſiſted by ſome of his Sepoys in getting off; Mr. Crawford was, by che 
Fidelity of his Servant, hid in one of their Houſes; Mr. Caſamajor, with ſeveral other Gentlemen, 
was taken out of bis Houle by ſome Sepoys, and confined in a ſmall Guard Room, and his as, a 
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by the Attention of 2 Sepoy, who prevented 'I'wo Men from firing who levelled at him; he; 
with the Gentlemen with him, were taken out ſeparately, at about Seven o*'Clock in the Afternoon; 
and examined by che Subadar Shaike Mahomed; who aſſumed the Command of the Mutincers; he was 
ordered to inform him where his own, Money was, as well as that of the Company's; he was obliged 
to reply to all theſe Queſtions on Pain of loſing his Life ; and a compleat Scene of Plunder enſued, 
when the Property of every Individual, as well as that of the Company, has ſuffered eflecQually. 
This Morning, about Five o'Clock, Mr. Caſamajor was told, that he muſt prepare for Death, but 
that his Life, as.well as the, Lives of the other Gentlemen in Confinement, ſhould be ſpared, provided 
Me. Calamajor would ſign a Deed, nominating again Guzzepetty Nazum, Deo, the diſmiſſed Zemin- 
dar of Kimmedy, to his Station in that 8 and at the ſame. Time direct that ſome Sepoys, who 
had been embarked with the Baggage in the Morning of the 3d, ſhould be ſent on Shore. Theſe 
Conditions were dictated by the ſame Subadar Shaike LOT and immediately complied with by 
Mr. Caſamajor. The Mutineers then began their March out of the Town, but took with them Mr. 
Caſamajor and the reſt of the Gentlemen who had been confined with him; they followed the Mu- 
tine ts about One Mile out of Town, and were then permitted to return to Vizagapatam, at the In- 
terceſſion of Guzzepetty Nazum Dea Caſamajor cannot in common Juſtice avoid beſtow- 
ing every Praiſe on Guzzepetty Na 0, as ſoon as he heard the Firing, came into the 
Fort z and Mr. Caſamajor, and the H Gentlemen in Confinement with him, attribute their 
Safety entirely to the Interceſſion of Guzzepetty. The reigning Zemindar of Kimmedy, Jugganut 
Deo, was in Vizagapatam, and he had with him a Number of Followers, but made off inſtead of 
rendering any Aſſiſtance. From this Recommendation of Mr, Caſamajor's, of the Service rendered by 
Guzzepetty, we beg Leave to recommend him to your Protection, even ſo far as to confirm him as 
the Zemindar of 2 as iccretion for which he was expelled was committed at the Age 
of To he is undoubtedi real Heir, and his Brother Jugganaut Deo has by no Means de- 
ſerved the Attention of the Company, which will appear on a Review of his Arrears of Jemmabundy. 
Mr. Caſamajor has alſo repreſented to us, that during his Confinement, which was in the Guard Room in 
which Captain Brule was Priſoner, that this Man behaved with ſo much Attention, and rendered him, and 
the Gentleman with him, ſuch Services as an Interpreter during the Night, that we muſt incercede for 
him, that he may be. releaſed from Confinement, and be allowed ſome Trifle to ſubſiſt on. The 
Commandant of the Mutineers, Shaike Mahomed, having threatened that if any Succours came from 
Chicacole, that we ſhould feel his Reſentment. We are now. on board the Sartine Frigate, and ſhall 
return to Vizagapatam To-morrow, where we hope that the Sepoys who ſhewed Attachment will 
be collected, and we ſhall be ina better State of Defence ſhould thoſe Mutineers return.

The Marattaz 
left to themſelves, will ſoon renew their Hoſtilities agaioſt him; while we, with the Forces which w 
have on the Malabar Side of India, and thoſe we may collect here, will, with the Bleſſing of God, be 
enabled fo to hem him in, as to render it in future impracticable for him to. diſturb the Quiet 
of his Neighbours. Your Governor and Council will acquaint you, of my having put my Cavalry 
under their Orders for the preſent War, and of their having aſſiſted me with a"Imall Loan t 
diſcharge the Arrears which are due to them. To repay this, and to enable them to reap ever 
Benefit from the Cavalry in future, I have agreed to appropriate certain Revenues, which in the 
Space of a very ſhort Time will entirely clear the Debt that may be contracted on this Account, 
My Friends know how punctual I have always been in the Article of Money. Since my firſt 
Alliance with them, I have paid into their Treaſury upwards of Two Crores of Pagodas, Twenty 
ſix Lacks of which was in the Government of Sir Thomas Rumbold, fo that When this Wa 
broke out, I was indebted to them no larger a Sum than about Seventy thouland Pagodas. To 
accompliſh this indeed, I have been compelled to mortgage all my Jewels, and all my other vz 
luable Effects; and what hath been of greater Anguiſh to my Mind, to ſee the Diſtreſſes with 
out being able to relieve them; the total Bankruptcy of almoſt all my private Creditors. Juſtice 
and a Regard to your own Honour, demand that fomething ſhould be done for thoſe living unde 
your immediate Protection. The Orders of 177 5, relative to Tanjore, plunged both them and ne 
into the ruinous State in which we are at preſent. The Hand that uninformed gave the Blow, ſhould 
on a full Conviction of the Injury, redreſs the Grievances it hath occaſioned : On this Subject I nei 
not dwell; you yourſelves are ſenſible that little Reliance was to be had on the Man in whoſe Favour 
thoſe extraordinary Orders of 1755 were paſſed. The Sieges of Pondicherry and Mahé, when be 
might have aſſiſted, proved to you that he was ungrateful; neither can he now be brought to furniſh 
you with the moſt trifling Supplies, although he is perfectly aſſured that the Neceſſities of yout 
Government are urgent, Of Chin Utility then hath the Reſtoration of this Zemindar been to th! 
State of your Affairs in Hindoſtan? Diſſi , and ſecretly diſguſted with your Authority, he would 
gladly throw: himſelf into the Arms of Hyder Ally Cawn, or any Enemy that might appear again 
you. His Intrigues are ſtill carrying on with your moſt formidable Foes. Even on Hyder's entering 
the Carnatic, he privately ſent him a Vakeel, with a Preſent of Three Lacks of Rupees. Juſtice ou 
of the. Queſtion, is it Policy to continue foſtering in your Boſom, one who hourly wiſhes your De- 
ſtruction ? How much better would it be; were the Reſources of that Country turned to the Pay: 
ment of public and of private Demands; and to the defraying the Expences of a Body of Cava! 
ſufficient for the Protection of the Carnatic. The Time may perhaps arrive (but I truſt in the Favout 
of God it will not) when theſe Sentiments may ſtrike with Weight, but when it may be roo late © 
draw thoſe Benefits from them which they are how capable of producing.

The Fall of Arcor is certainly an Event of great Importance to Hyder; it is the Capital of the

afford Protection and Accommodation for his whole Army. But theſe are not the only Advantage, 
accruing to him from the Capture; he has conducted himſelf with” a Degree of Policy which wa 
hardly to be expected from a Man of his tyrannical and ſanguinary Diſpoũtion.

Extras of a Litter from the Preſident and Select Committee at Fort Saint George. 
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Wy A LTHOUGH little hath been ſaid on our Minutes in the courſe of the laſt Two Months, touch. 
4 ing the State of our political Affairs, the Board have not been unattentive thereto; but as the 
Seaſon is now approaching when the Marattas muſt determine either to remain the whole Year on 
this Side the Kiſtnah, or to repaſs it, the Board think it expedient now to review what hath paſſed, 
to conſider the preſent State, and to form from thence what Judgment they can of the future. lt 
has been noticed in our Minutes, that Application has been made to us by Hyder Ally, both by Let. 
ter and by his Vakeel, for Aſſiſtance, It has alſo been mentioned that a Vakeel has been ſent by 
Maudavarow to the Nabob, and to us, to demand our Friendſhip and Aid againſt Hyder; and it has 
been often repeated, that notwithſtanding the Treaty with Hyder, we had a juſt Plea for not ſendin 
Succours to him, conſidering him as the Aggretior; and that the Maratras have no Claim upon vs 
or Afſiſtance, There is little Cauſe to doubt bur that theMarattas would demand the Chowte of the 
Carnatic, if they were diſengaged from the War with Hyder ; and it is moſt probable they would do 
ſo, and detach à Party of Horſe to enter the Carnatic even during the War, if they were not appre-

The Part we have ated 
has been that of endeavouring to keep alive the Hopes and Fears of both Parties, by not determin- 
ing in Favour, of either, and without promiling Aſſiſtance to the one or the other, giving both 
Grounds to hope we would not aſſiſt his Adverſary ; which is in Reality the Fact, and our Deſign in 
this Conduct has been to protract the Time and the War until the Seaſon ſhall make it neceſſary for 
the Marattas to return, or reſolve to remain on this Side the Kiſtnah; the Seaſon is now at hand, and 
Six Weeks more will probably determine that Point, to us fo important. The Queſtions at preſent 
are, Whether it is adviſeable ſtil] to perſevere in the ſame paſſive Conduct, without taking any other 
Meaſures ? or, Whether any other, and what, Meaſures ſhall be taken ? We have now for Two Months 
perſevered in the ſame Conduct, with a View to delay the Time. With Hyder Ally our Pleas have 
been, firſt the Diſpatch of the Britannia to EuropeSand the Departure of the late Preſident z then the 
great Avocations of the new Preſident in reviewing and taking Charge of his new Department ; and 
laſtly, that however well inclined we might be to ſupport the Friendſhip eſtabliſhed, yet the late 
Orders received from Europe reſpecting the Gentlemen coming out with full and unlimited Powers 
over all the Company's Affairs in India, made it neceſſary that we ſhould wait for their Arrival. With 
the Maratta Vakeel, the Negociation has paſſed through the Nabob; as Madavarow's Letter to th: 
Preſident only enforces in general Terms that Maintenance of inviolable Friendſhip, and refers tor 
other Matters to the Nabob; the Preſident has feldom ſeen the Vakeel, ſpoke reſervedly on every 
Subject but that of general Friendſhip, and left the reſt to the Nabob, who has aſſured the Vakcel 
of our Good-will to his Maſter, but that our Forms of deliberating upon every Meaſure repcated!y 
in Conſultation, eſpecially in Matters of ſuch Importance, neceſſariſy demanded Time, 


Theſe Excuſes and Delays cannot ſtand us in ſtead much langer; and what we have to apprebend 

is, that ſhould the Maratras gain any Tignal xdvantage over Hyde, the Delpair of our Aid may n- 
duce him to ſubmit to their Terms, whilſt” yer they have Time enough left to turn their Arm 
againſt, the Carnatie; or if Hyder gain the Advantage of them, ſo as to oblige them to reti!*, 
his. Pride would be fo much exalted, and his Spirits raiſed, that it is to be doubted whether Ke— 
ſentment againſt us for not aſſiſting him, might not induce him to diſturb our Tranquillity; or, laſth,

The Preſident acquaints the Board, that after the laſt Letter to Hyder Ally was wrote, and 
fore it was ſent away, he received one from him, as entered in Country Correſpondence ; to 
dich a Draught of an Anſwer is now laid before the Board, which is approved.

Maudavarow's 
People who were in the ſaid Fortreſſes, were entirely taken Priſoners and cut off; and the Fortreſſes 
crc taken. A Body of 8000 Horſe belonging to me, which were ordered lately by Way of hurt- 
ng Party round Maudavarow's Army, fell upon his Catchee or Supply of Straw, &c. and {kir- 
iſhed about his Army, and ſeized about 3000 Horſe : To this Day, by the Bleſſing of God they 
_ ſizing more every Day, at 100 or 200 Horſe at a Time. I ſhall alſo march towards Maudava- 
_; and, by the Help of God, whatever may happen hereafter, you will here of it. In Con- 
raten of the Union between us, the Army and Artillery which are with me, are your own;

It is this: Orders from Home can only be temporary; and as Times 
and Circumſtances change, ſo Meaſures and Syftems ought to be changed. It is a ſenſible 
Obſervation, and as a general Maxim we adopt it. Let us conſider how it may be applied to 
the particular Caſe before us. When this Preſidency, in the Year 1769, was on the very Brink of 
Ruin for want of Money, and by that Want was compelled to conclude a diſhonourable Peace, 
ſtrongly impreſſed with the Neceflity of eſtabliſhing ſome Reſources in Time of Danger, and in 
Failure of ordinary Supplies, we ventured to recommend to Bengal the making -a-prudenc 
Reſerve and Bengal, as {trongly convinced as we, concurred in Opinion with us. Private or 
perſonal Motives could not poſſibly have any Part in this Propoſal; Safety to the Company's 
valuable Poſſeſnions was the ſole Obje&t. It is true we had no Authority to make ſuch a Propolal ; 
but there were Orders again(t it; and we ſurely had the general Authority implied in our Truſt, ct 
doing the beſt in our Judgment for its Preſervation” in Caſes unprovided for. Had we erred in 
Judgment, as the Intention was laudable, and on public Motives, we ſhould have thought it might 
havelufficed to ſay, The Plan was not ſuitable to the Circumſtances of the Company's Affairs at H6me, 
and therefore at all Riſks moſt be laid aſide; but we are not to expect ſuch Gentleneſs.

I have the Honour to encloſe your Highneſs a Copy of a' Letter from the Officers of de 
2d Regiment of your Cavalry to the Select Committee; adviſing, That the Men of that Reg 
ment have mutinied for want of Pay, and put them (the Officers) in ſtrict Confinement, where tbef 
now remain in the greateſt Danger. This Mutiny in all its Circumſtances, is fo like what hath # 
ö hap in various Parts of the Carnatic, that it were needleſs for me again to repeat che der 
timents I have fo often expteſſed to your Highneſs on this Subject. I muft, however, trecly dec 
to you, that it is a Matter of no leſs Concern, than Aſtoniſhment to me, that your Highnels ſhould 
ſuffer an Evil of this great Magnitude to encreaſe daily, and take no Meaſures whatever to [top d.
